AMERICAN: FRUITS. 


European Markets Wide Open for 
All That Is Good, 
[A, P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, ] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says this 
is a good year to send American fruits, 
especially apples, to Germany. The 
European fruit crop is anything but 
good, according to Consul Monaghan of 
Climnits. In a report to the State De- 
partment he says: 

“If our merchants will not repeat the 
folly of former years’ by sending poor 
fruit that decays easily, they can com- 
mand the markets for years against 
all efforts to dislodge them. If Bald- 
wins, greenings, russets, and other 
hardy winter apples are sent the result 


will not remain doubtful. Other apples 
will not pay for transportation. Had 
our apple merchants made even a half- 
hearted effort to enter this market in 
1896, they would now be beset with or- 
ders. So serious is the situation here 
because of the dullntss in grain mar- 
kets, and so decided is the downward 
tendency of profits in the ‘Empire's 
wheat production, that farmers are 
turning to fruit to eke out an existence. 

“The, general union of agricultural 
societies has set itself the task to bring 
about better methods of handling fruits. 
Germany is, as a rule, in for quantity 
rather than quality, letting their fruit 
trees run to wood rather than to frait. 
If American fruits are properly 
lected, carefully packed and _ rapidly 
transported there is no reason why 


large and permanent markets may not 
be opened all over Europe.”

WHITES AND REDS BOTH FALL. 


Inspector Tinker Shot in the Leg— 
Three Newspaper Correspond- 
ents Probably Killed—General 
Uprisings Expected—More Troops 
Going. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WALKLR, (Mina,) Oct 5—A_ hard 
light with the Incians occus:ed today, and 
the rcpor’s from the scene of the batt'e, on 
the other side cf Lecch Laks, are somewhat 
confiicting, although all repors agree “that 
the resuit has been a considercb!e shedding 
of biocd and some of li e on Boh sides, 
No word has com: from the front for sev- 
eral hours, which fact is considered come- 
wha: ofrinous. 
most serious report is that the de- 
tachment cf troops with Gen. Bacon wes 
massacred, the general h'mselt being 
among the dead. Three newspaper ccr- 
respondents, Brill of the £t. Paul Pioneer 
Fress, Ecaton of the Minneepois Tribune 
and Knapgen of the Minneagclis Times 
are known to have been in th: fight, and 
one report is that they were kiiled, while 
another says they are now prisoners in the 
h2nds of the Indans, 

This little town has te2n full of excite- 
mex.t 2li day, and as the repor's [rom the 
other side of th: lake came ia, th: pzcple 
became !rantic, and efforts w:re made to 


troops. This will b> seatia a few hours, 
with reinforcements coming on a special 
train [from Brainerd. However, addtional 
soldiers are most needed, and the feeling is 
general that they cannot come tos soon, 

Today's fight oceurred thirty miles from 
Walker, on a point jutting out into the lake 
near Pear Island. The so'diers, 100 strong, 
under command of Gen. John M. Bacon 
and Maj. Wilkins, arrived here last even- 
ing and at 430 o'clock this morning they 
went on board boa's an] were carried to 
the point named. where a landing was 
made with considerable difficulty, a gale of 
wind having stirred upa lively sea’ The 
landing was effected at about 8 o'clock, 
Scouts were hustl-d through the brush in 
every direction and ‘or three hcurs no 
trace of the Indians could be found. Every 
precaution was taken against ambush. 

Finally, at about 1130 o'clock, the soldiers 
were drawn upin an op:n space near the 
shore ofthe lake and preparations were 
about to begin for dinner. The soldiers 
were still in line, though the coffee mak- 
ing had commenced, fuddenly a shot was 
fired from the house of Bog-Ah-Me-Ge- 
Shirk, the Indian who has been at the 
head and center of the whole difficulty. 
Ex-Marshal Harris, a Walker half-breed, 
was struck, his arm being broken. This 
shot seemed to be a signa!, for im- 
mediately shots came from every direction, 
and three men dropped and were corricd 
to the rear. 

The soldiers who are veterans, not alone 
of the Santiago battle, but of many an In- 
dian skirmish, knew what to do, and at the 
first shot all found shelter and waited for 
another volley to tell them where to shoot 
Gen. Bacon and Mej. Wilkinson steadied 
their men with encouraging words. With 


asecond volley. the Indians attempted a 


rush on the soldiers. The rattling volley 
from the regulars that met the on-coming 
reds stopped the rush and drove back the 
Indians, and ebcut a dezen of them 


‘were dropped by the soldiers’ fire. The 


fire from. the Pillagers then tezame more 
scattering. and the soldiers made a fine 
charge and drove them back, though the 
firing continued.

the Indians. Inspector Tinker received 
a shot in the leg, and had his sleeve 
riddled. 

Brill of the Pioneer Press, Beaton of 
and the Times  corre- 
spondent had landed prior to the ar- 
rival of the soldiers, a previous ex- 
perience having led them to believe the 
gianger was slight. They were’ thus 
brought into the thick of fhe figSt, and 
fought with the soldiers. The men on the 
steamer saw them in the fight, tak- 
ing vigorous part with their revolvers 
until they were compelled to fly, 
closely pursued by the painted savages. 

ght an Indian who arrived from 
Bear Island stated that all the men 
out of uniform had been killed, but 
that he could not tell how many sol- 
diers had been shet., 

The outlook at this hour is that the 
agency Indians may go on the war- 
path at any moment. They have been 
holding council all receiving re- 
ports every half hour by runners de- 
scribing the condition of affairs. Two 
of the old chiefs want war, but there 
are others who are trying desperately 
to stem the tide of discontent and to 
prevent a conflict with the troops. 


A CORRESPONDENT’S STORY. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—A special to 
the Journal frem Wa/‘ker, Minn., says: 

“A terrific battle was fought at 11 
o'clock this morning thirty miles from 
Walker, at Bog-Ah-Me-Ge-Shirk Point, 
close to Bear Island. A detachment of 
100 men, under Gen. Bacon, was landed 
on the point shortly after 8 o'clock. 
The landing was effected with con- 
siderable difficultty, owing to the 
heavy surf. After landing, a sortie cf 
the brush was made in all directions. 
The soldiers went throvrh the thick 
undergrowth verfy carefully and with 
every precaution taken against am- 
bush. No Indians were seen until 
nearly 11 o'clock. 

“The men had been ordered to line 
up in an open space near the shore «# 
the lake. Charges were drawn anda 
preparations for dinner made. The or- 
der to make coffee had been given, and 
the soldiers were standing in column 
formation when the first shot was 
fired. It came from Bog-Ah-Me-Ge- 
Shirk’s house. The ball struck Ed Har- 
ris, ex-Marshal of Walker, a half- 
breed, and his arm was broken. That 
was the signal, and immediately the fir- 
ing became general from all directions. 
It seemed that a shot came from every 
brush. Three of Gen. Bacon's men 
dropped. They were immedately car- 
ried to ‘he rear. On the very -instant 
that the first shot was heard, every 
/man in the command sprang for cover 
Like a 
flash the blue column had vanished, 
and not a sign was to be seen of the 
eighty. men who had stood erect but 
an instant before, except hére and 
there a little patch where a gray hat 
might. be made out. 4 

‘I heard Gen. Bacon’s voice, high 
above everything, admonishing his men. 
The general stood straight up and, sup- 
ported by Maj. Wilkinson, looked 
right into the eye of the red devils.. 

“ ‘Steady men!’ he called. ‘Keep cool, 
now. Keep cool.’ 

“Again there came a volley from the 
Indians, and that was what the troops 
had been waiting for. The Krag-Jor- 
gensens opened up with a frightful 
rattle, just as the Pillagers made a 
terrific.rush. Half a dozen of them 
@ropped, and the rest fell back, yelling 
like fiends. I don’t know how many In- 
dians there were, but there must have 


been 150 or 200. 


“Lieut. Morrison, with a squad of 
twenty men, made a rush to prevent 
the recapture of old Mahquod, a very 
choice scoundrel, and Bap Dway We 
Dung. The marshals had these men 
under arrest and a rescue would cer- 
tainly have been effected, but Lieut. 
Morrison yelled, ‘Charge!’ and his squad 
scattered the copper-colored gang like 
chaff before the storm. 

“By this time the troops were under 
cover. The Indians were fighting in a 
desultory way, and the order was given 
to fire. The soldier laddies rose, duck- 
ing. dropping like grasshoppers, and 
making the most of their opportunities. 
Suddenly a volley was fired by the In- 
dians at the steam tug Flora, which 
lav off-shore. A score of bullets tore 
through the frail woodwork of the boat, 
and every man except the pilut sought 
cover. Some blazed away in return 
with revolvers, but the range was too 
long. A volley was then fired at the 
tug Chief of Duluth. 


“Inspector Tinker was shot through 
the leg and his coat sleeves were torn 
by another ball. The Flora steamed 
for the agency’ under orders from Mar- 
shal O’Connor, who was on board, to 
get the twenty men under Lieut. Hum- 
phrevy. who had been left there. O’Con- 
ner escaped death by a miracle. The 
Indians fired a volley directly at him. 
Brill. the newspaper correspondent, and 
also Beaton, fought bravely with re- 
volvers. They took desperate chances 
several times and came out safely. 


“The steersman of my tug’ Jennie, 
is shot through the arm with a Win- 
chester ball. He is very badly hurt. 
The Indians gave us a full volley as 
we pulled out. Rev. Mr. Chandler of 
Owateenno, Minn., who wes with me 
in the boat, had a very narrow escape. 
On board the Flora, when we started 
for reinforcements,were Marshal O’Con- 
ner, Deputy Morrison, Indian Agent 
Sutherland and the Indian prisoners, A 
guard of two men under Corporal Net- 
tokkoven was sent with the Flora. She

RIGHTY DEAD 


Work of the Storm on 
Butler's Island. 


More Than a Hundred People 
Have Lost Their Lives. 


Fifty Reported to Have Perished 
at Fernandina,

Damagebythe Wind andRain Enor- 
mous — Extends Far Inland 
Vessels Landed High in Town— 
Summer Cottages Wrecked. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Oct. 5.—The 
Morning News correspondent at Bruns- 
wick, Ga., wires this bare statement 
tonight: “Martin Anderson, master of 
the steamer Hesse from Darien, Ga., 
reports that eighty bodies have been 
found on Butler’s Island. This runs 
up the total deaths to 100." Butler’s 
Island was populated mestly by ne- 
groes. 


FROM OTHER DISTRICTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Oct. 5.—News 
from the storm-stricken districts along 
the coast is coming in gradually, and 
it is probable that a hundred lives 
have been lost. News by way of a 
hoat which arrived today ts that fifty 

people were Growned at Fernandina. 

From Campbell Island, inhabited by 
about forty colored people, it is re- 
ported that all but three were drowned. 
At Jesse one man was killed by a fall- 
ing building. At Sterling Station, 
Charlies Wright, a merchant, reports 
the disasters from the flood great to 
lives and property in the rice fields, 
and a portion of Glynn and McIntosh 
also suffered. There are a number of 
small islands at various points around 
Brunswick, Fernandina and Darien, 
on which small groups of families lived. 
It will be some Gays before accurate 
réports are heard from these. points. 
At Darien the water is reported high 
and the town’s buildings damaged. 

There are many rumors of loss of 
life, but all of the reports thus far re- 
ceived are believed to be exaggerated. 
Many of those who bring news left 
the scene of the storm during its 
height, and consequently cannot be ex- 
pected to give accurate information. 
The damage by wind and rain is enor- 
mous, and extends inland 100 miles in 
some c2ises. The damage to shipping i: 
enormous. Near Darien the schooner 
Planch Hopkins collided with the 
schooner Mirnie and sunk her. The 
Minnie Fad cn board 3000 pounds of 
d:namite. 

At Ferrandina, the tug Gladiator is 
said torhave landed in the midst of the 
town. Mrs. Lucy D. Carnegie’s mag- 
nificent yacht Dungeness is badly dam- 
aged. The Cumberland Island pilot- 
boat Maude Helen was landed high on 
a bluff in Fairbanks yard. The 


schooner Edna and Emma, with a cargo 
of coal, ison the shore of Jekyl Island 
near Charleston. The Jekyl Island 
Club’s launch landed in the clubhouse 
sheds and the water has destroyed con- 
siderable of the club's property. 

On St. Simons Island, along the 
beach, lined with summer-resort cot- 
tages, the tide wrought devastation. 
Reports are that all the cottages have 
been wrecked. 


BIGGEST SMOKE YET. 


GRANGE TOBACCO WAREHOUSE AT 
CLARKESVILLE, TENN., BURNED. 


Largest Estzblishment of the Kind 
in the World—Forty-five Hun- 
dred Hogsheads cf the Weed 
Consumed—L. and N. Depot and 
Other Structures Gone. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CLARKESVILLE (Tenn.,) Oct. 
One of the most destructive fires in 
years occurred at 1:30 a.m. today, 
burning the Grange tobacco warchouse, 
the Louisville and Nashville depot, 
Gracey’s storage warehouse and five 


tenement houses. The loss is over 
$500,000. 
The Grange warehouse contained 


about 4500 hogsheads of tobacco, and 
is a total loss. The house belonged 
to Turner & Gill, the Atlantic Snuff 
Company and M. H. Clark & Bro. The 
loss on the tobacco alone in this ware- 
house is estimated at about $400,000, 
with about $300,000 insurance. 

The Grange warehouse was the larg- 
est tobacco warehouse in the world, 
and had a floor space covering over 
seven acres. .

Four Overflow Meetings to Hear Col. 
Roosevelt Talk. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Jammed from 
top to bottom with a shouting, cheer- 
ing throng, Carnegie Hall was the 
scene tonight of the great mass meet- 
ing that opened the campaign of Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt for Governor of 
New York.- Four’ overflow meetings 

were held. 

Col. Roosevelt’s speech was devoted 
almost wholly to national affars. He 
asserted that the time had come when 
the nation must assume a new position 
among the nations of the world. As 
against a policy of isolation, he pointed 
to the fate of China, The great Ameri- 
can republic has-a mighty mission, he 
said, and added: “We must dare to be 
great and we must realize that great- 
ness is the fruit of toil and sacrifice 
and high courage. The guns of our war- 
ships in the tronic seas of the West 
Incies and “the ‘remote East have 
awakened to us the knowledge of new 
cuties. 

“TI should atk the people of this coun- 
try to suprort the administration of 
President McKinley if for no other rea- 
son than because, say what you like, 
the victory at the polls of the men who 
are opposing and denouncing his ad- 
ministration in this election will be 
interpreted abroad as meaning, on the 
part of America, a repudiation of the 
wer from which we have just emerged 
triumphantly.”

A communication has 
been received by Gen. Merriam from 
Col. Berry in which the commander of 
the Seventh Regiment attempts to ex- 
plain the fact that the great majority 
of his regiment are anxious to leave 
the service, as is indicated by 831 ap- 
plications for discharge which Gen.

PESSIMISTIC STORIES ARE FALSE 


SPAIN FULLY INFORMED AS TO 
AMERICA’S EXACT DEMANDS. 


Gen. Merritt is for Holding the 
Philippines—Dewey Points Out 
the Need of Retaining Subig 
Bay—Madrid. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—It can be 
gtated on authority that the various 
stories published relating to the work 
of the peace commission now in Paris, 
wherever they assume to indicate a 
failure of negotiations, renewal of hos- 
tilities and the dispatch of a naval 
force to the Spanish coast, are purely 
speculative. As a matter of fact, the 
commission has not progressed so far 
with its work to warrant the attempt 
to draw a conclusion as to the out- 
come. Jt is not even possible to predict 
the length of the session with any 
accuracy. 

The proceedings may last one month 
or three months. That will depend en- 
tirely upon the view taken by the 
American commissioners of the situa- 
tion in Paris. If they are convinced 
that the negotiations are being con- 
ducted with sincerity on the part of the 
Spanish commission, there tvill be no 
effort made to force them beyond rea- 
son. But if it should appear that the 
Spanish position is not subject to 
change; that it is irreconcilable with 
the American demands, and that the 
Spanish, knowing this, are simply pro- 
longing the proceedings, our commis- 
sioners are likely to be promptly re- 
called. 

The Spanish government is now fully 
informed, through its commissioners, of 
the exact extent of America’s demands. 
Whether these are absolute and not 
Bubiect to abatement cannot be ascer- 
tained here, for the responsible officials 
declare that it will be extremely bad 
policy to make any admission on this 
point. But the impression in official 
circles is that the conditions are abso- 
lute in their general scope; yet there 
may be opportunity for amendment in 
slight details. 

As to these details, Admiral Dewey is 
one of the most trusted counsellors of 
the American commissioners. Such in- 
formation as he has been able to col- 
lect has already been mailed to the 
commissioners, and in addition, the au- 
thorities have cabled certain extracts 
from the admiral’s observations which 
are believed to be of special importance 
just now. It is believed that with his 
usual modesty, the officer has refrained 
from expressing any opinion upon the 
Wery essential point as to the extent 
of the American demands in the matter 
of territory in the Philippines. He has 
not directly suggested that the whole 
group be taken, nor that our claim be 
limited to Manila Bay and the contigu- 
ous territory, but he has called atten- 
tion to one very important considera- 
tion which has seemed to escape gen-

Gen. Merritt is for Retaining

PARIS, Oct. 5.—[By Atlantic Cable.) 
The United States Peace Commission 
had its usual session today from 10 
@.m,.tolp.m. The commissioners con- 
tinued the conference with Maj.-Gen, 
Merritt and practically concluded an 
extended canvas of the Philippine sit-

sion refused to disclose the views of 
Gen. Merritt or Admiral Dewey in re- 
gard to the policy to be pursued to- 
Ward the people of the Philippines.

ment on the subject, and that the gen- 
eral submitted this to the commission 
with reports from the American mili- 
tary cfficers at Manila, touching on the 
corditicns prevailing in the islands. 

Gen, Merritt concluded with a dec- 
laration of his judgment in the matter 
and it may be said that he arrived in 
Paris hoping the United States com- 
mission would press for the retention 
of the Philippine archipelago. 

It is also true that the disposition of 


admitted that the consultation was 
held to discuss a dispatch from Chair- 
man Day regarding the Philippines. 

It was ascertained that the pro- 
gramme which the commission is fol- 
lowing requires the disposition of the 
United States affecting the archipelago 
before any other questions are consid- 
ered. The President has been informed 
of Gen. Merritt's view in favor of the 
retention of all the islands, but the 
fresh instructions do not affect the de- 
mand for the island of Luzon and re- 
versionary rigehts over the remainder 
of the group. They relate more to a 
matter of detail, and are intended to 
equip the American commissioners with 
material to answer the Spanish com- 
missioners in case they should raise 
the point in reply to a formal demand 
presented by Mr. Day. This reply is 
expected on Friday, and the adjourn- 
ment of the commission for such a 
short time is regarded by Mr. Day and 
the administration as indicating that 
the commission’s work will soon be 
completed. 

It is recognized that the Philippines 
will be the bone of contention, and 
that once they are out of the way, it 
will be pretty plain sailing, in the mat- 
ter of arranging for the cession of 
Cuam, Porto Rico and the remaining 
Spanish West Indies to the United 
States. Mr. Day is empowered, how- 
ever, to interrupt the commission's 
work any time in case he should find 
that Spain is either unwilling to agree 
to the demands of this government, or 
disposed unnecessarily to delay the 
eommission’s work, and a demonstra- 
tion will folllow, which the authorities 
are satisfied will bring the Madrid 
covernment to its senses. Sefior Felipe 
Agoncilla, the representative of the 
insurgents commanded by Aguinaldo, 
will be permitted to lay before the 
commission any facts which he may 
desire to present, and the American 
commissioners have been advised of his 
coming.

GRAVE CONSEQUENCES. 


CUBAN GEN, CALAZYO ATTACKS 
AMERICAN ADMINISTRATION. 


Says Unjust Spanish Laws Are Still 
Enforced in Cuba—Candidates 
Favoring Immediate Independ- 
ence Will Probably Be Elected 

at Camaguey. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] According to Santiago, Cuba, 
advices, returns from the elections for 
delegates to the Cuban convention 
which will meet at Camaguey, Puerto 
Principe, October 10, for the purpose of 
organizing a new government, indicates 
an overwhelming success for the can- 
didates in favor of complete and imme- 
diate independence. 

Some of Gen. Garcia’s friends in the 
armv of the Eastern Department of the 
island have put up his name as @ can- 
didate for President, in spite of his pro- 
tests, against that of Gen. Lacret. The 
latter, however, has polled so far, fifty 
votes to one for Garcia. The latter’s 
friends declare his adherents, even in 
the army, have been prevented from 
supporting him. 

The Cuban general, Colazzo, in an 
article yesterday published in El 
Cubano Santiago, again’ attacks the 
American administration, which, fie de- 
clares, has done nothing but collect the 
old Spanish tariff and enforce the un- 
just Spanish laws that have caused 
the thirty years of struggling between 
Cuba and Spain. The Americans, he 
savs. have not applied the public money 
to public improvements, nor. have they 
given employment to Cuban _ people. 
Such a policy is likely to lead to the 
gravest consequences, and he calls upon 
the Americans to turn the island over 
to the Cubans for their administration, 
and government. In addition to this, 
anonymous writers in Cuban news- 
papers assert that Americans are not 
paying the Cuban laborers employed in 
the municipal work, and that much suf- 
fering among the workmen is caused 
thereby.

Ex-State Treasurer Haywood, for

charges, was not in court, but it is. 
promised that he will be here on Fri- 
day to answer to his accusers. 

After a hearing lasting three hours, 
Senator Quay and his son and Mr. Mc- 
Kee were bound over for appearance 
at the next term of court. Bail was 
fixed at $5000 in each case, David H. 
Lane, a local political leader, giving 
bail. The case now goes on the list for 
trial at the term of court beginning in 
November. 

The testimony produced by Dist.- 
Atty. Graham was in the shape of 
about twenty letters and numerous 
telegrams covering a period from Sep- 
tember, 1897, to February, 1898, ad- 
dressed by Senator Quay to Cashier 
Hopkins, directing the purchase and 
sale of large blocks of stocks, and 
arranging for the placing of margins; 
a letter from State Treasurer Hay- 
wood to the president of the People’s 
Bank, a letter and telegram from Hay- 
wood to the cashier of the People’s 
Bank, and a private memorandum book 
of Cashier Hopkins. 

The lawyers representing the ac- 
cused fought hard against the intro- 
duction of the latter, maintaining that 
the bank’s books and not a mere mem- 
orandum should be offered, but it went 
in evidence nevertheless, The District 
Attorney averred that the evidence he 
produced showed that Senator Quay 
had the use of $200,000 of the State’s 
deposits of over $500,000 in the People’s 
Bank: that State Treasurer Haywood 
placed $100,000 of State funds in the 
People’s Bank on condition that «that 
amount of money be loaned to Senator 
Quay’s son, and that there was a regu- 
lar assignment of interest on State de- 
posits in the People’s Bank to certain 
accounts, one-third of it going to Mr, 
McKee, all of which he claimed was a 
violation of the State law prohibiting 
a bank official from making such 
transactions, and that the accused 
persons were guilty of conspiracy in 
joining with Hopkins in these trans- 
actions. 

Albert L. Tabor, receiving teller of 
the People’s Bank, then identified the 
handwriting in the book as that of 
Cashier Hopkins and also identified a 
number of letters as written by fSena- 
tor Quay and Treasurer Haywood. A 
number of these letters were put in 
evidence, one from Treasurer Haywood 
to President McManes, saying that $600,- 
000 of State funds would be deposited 
the following week, and that Richard 
Quay be allowed to borrow $100,000. 

‘Through the third witness, Meyer 
Goldsmith, an expert accountant, who 
had worked on the bank’s books, Mr. 
Graham finally got the Red Rook ad- 
mitted in evidence. Its entries covered 
from May 1, 1894, to the closing of the 
bank, nearly four years later. Only a 
few entries were read. They showed 
that between April 30 and October 31, 
1897. the State deposits in the bank ran 
up from $525,000 to $565,000. 

From this total there was a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent. evidently, as Mr. 
Graham explained, for the bank’s use: 
then an entry “legs $200,000, Quay 184 
days." From this period the interest 
was computed in the book as $5944, one- 
third of which, $1894, was mark 
“Paid, C. H. McK.” In October, 1896, 
there was a computation on interest on 
State deposits, amounting to $7353, of 
which $2451, or one-third, was marked 
“Handed to C. H. McK.”  . 

The name of “C. H, McKee, 118 Dia- 
mond street” (Mr. McKee’s Pittsburgh 
address,) was entered in. another part 
of the book. In referring to the book, 
Mr. Graham seid that in all entries of 
the amount of the Sitate deposit, there 
was a deduction of the amount Mr. 
Quay had in use, and there was never 
one dollar of interest credited against 
it. He said there were frequent entries 
of ‘Due M. and “Due 
Quay.” All through the ordeal, Senator 
Quay bore an air of composure. He 
prompted his lawyers frequently and 
passed judgment on every point raised.

Their opinion as to the position of 
Japan is that she should keep her eyes 
open, and comsolidlate the result of her 
own successes preserving a neighborly 
attitude toward those near her shores, 
Complications in the Dast arising from 
the fate of the Philipphes, while not 
expected, Japan will be prepared for. 
Many of the new problems presented 
for solution Japan has raised, and ehe 
will see that her voice is heard in the 
search for solutions. Not without sig- 
nificance is the statement made that 
Japan will continue to develop her ar- 
maments and perefct her military or- 


ganizations, Evidently Japan is not 
yet ready to embrace the Czar’s pro- 
posal for disarmament. 

THE MAINE AND ‘OHIO. 

Contracts for the eighteen-knot bat- 
tleships Maine and Ohio were signed 
at the Navy Department yesteday by 
Chales H. Cramp of Philadelphia and 
Henry T. Scott of San Francisco, who 
announced that they would at once 
begin avork on these vessels and ex- 
pected to lay the keels about Janu- 
ary 1, 

Scott, who was one of the successful 
bidders in the competition for single- 
turret monitors last Saturday, offered 
yesterday to add materially to the coal 
capacity and efficiency of the monitor 
which he expected to build without 
exceeding the appropriation for those 
vessels, but Secretary Long decided 
that Congress did not contemplate the 
construction of large sea-going ves- 
sels, and announced the determination 
to make no alterations in the plans, but 
award the vessels to the four lowest 
bidders. The Wyoming was finally 
given to the Scotts of San Francisco. 

BATTLESHIPS LEAVE.

- CERTAINLY NO LACK OF FOOD. 


NEW YORK WORLD CHARGES ARE 
EXAMINED IN DETAIL. 


Predictions of Typhoid Fever Not 
Verifiied—Surgeons and Others 
Conducted Themselves Hero- 
feally “Camp Horrors.” 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, October 5.—Gen. 
Wheeler completed his testimony be- 
fore the War Investigation Commis- 
gion today, and was followed by Gen. 
H. V. Boynton, who was still on the 
stand when the day’s session closed. 

Gen. Wheeler’s statement of today 
dealt entirely with the conditions at 
Camp Wikoff, and Gen. Boynton's with 
those at Camp Thomas, where he is 
now in command. 

Gen. Boynton described in detail the 
provisions for supplying the Georgia 
camp with water, and told many inter- 
esting facts about the location of the 
troops and the precautions taken to 
care for and protect them whether sick 
or well. He said the men wasted more 
food than the army of the Cumberland 
consumed during the cival war in the 
siege of Chattanooga, and he eulogized 
the supply methods of the War De- 
partment throughout. 


THREE “CAMP HEROES.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Gen. Whee- 
ler resumed his testimony before the 
War Investigating Commission today. 
The examination on the line of the New 
York World charges was resumed. He 
said if there were any “camp horrors” 
on the 27th cf August as charged, the 
commander of the camp was respon- 
sible for he had full power to furnish 
relief. There probably were individual 
cases of suffering, but as a rule he 
knew the soldiers were well cared for. 
There was certainly no lack of food. 

Gen. Wheeler admitted that in many 
instances.there were men ill in their 
company quarters. Often men not very 
ill preferred not to go to the hospitals 
and the hospitals were too crowded 
to make room for them. — 

Some time was spent on the charge 
that Gen. Wheeler had said that Gen. 
Eagen, chief of commissary of sub- 
sistence, had countermanded an order 
of his for supplies. This occurred, he 
said, but it was due to a misunder- 
standing of general orders. Gen. Whee- 
ler also explained the circumstances 
concerning the death of Private Hugh 
Barrett. 

“My inquiry,” he said, ‘“‘developed the 
fact that Dr. Tabor was a little gruff 
to the men, but it also developed the 
fact that he had proved so efficient in 
the field that they were devoted to him 
and had petitioned for his retention 
in the army.” This, he thought, was 
one of those individual cases of neglect, 
and he thought it was to be explained 
by the fact that Dr. Tabor was prob- 
ably ill himself. He found this to be 
true in other cases, and had remon- 
strated with*physicians for being irri- 
table with patients . 

Gen. Wheeler said it was true that 
many soldiers would fall on the streets. 
He thought that all of them had been 
weakened by their experience in Cuba, 
and most of them had the germs of fe- 
ver in them. It was not strange, there- 
fore, if some of the men had fallen to 
the ground at Wikoff. 

The general took up a _ statement 
attributed to Dr. Senn, concerning the 
sinks. He said the sinks were COov- 
ered every hour with earth and lime. 
He had examined the ground and 
found that the soil was not porous. 
He also found that other physicians 
did not agree with Dr. Senn as to the 
danger from typhoid. There was no 
outbreak of fever such as Dr. Senn 
has predicted, hence it was a false 
prophesy. He admitted also in reply 
to a charge attributed to Dr. Cyrus 
Edson, that a small percentage of the 
men in hospitals were lying.on the 
floor on August 20. They were, how- 
ever, supplied with beds and in no 
case was there complaint on this ac- 
count. 

“The fact is that the surgeons and 
other officers and men conducted them- 
selves most heroically, and it is pain- 
ful to me to see the effort being made 
to show that they were complaining 
when they were not. Dr. Myrom had 
also predicted typhoid fever, but the 
prediction was not verified.” 

CAMP CONDITIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Gen. Wheeler 
gaid he had seen a statement from Dr. 
Smith to the effect that the drinking 
water was contaminated. He had had 
an examination made, not only by the 
eurgeons, but by Col. Smart, a noted 
expert, and they had informed him that 
the water was pure. He considered the 
water supply adequate and pure and 
well distributed. While it had been con- 
sidered very desirable to weed the sick 
out and send such as could go to the 
city hospitals, he had cautioned the 
eurgeons against sending men not able 
to leave, and had interfered to see 
that some were not sent. He admitted 
that before the steam laundry was put 
to work there was a scarcity of clean 
bed linen for typhoid and other 
patients. He had encouraged the closest 
inspection from visitors and asked 
newspapermen to visit the hospitals 
and report the complaints of the men, 
with the view of relieving their wants 

had any. 

Dodge the witness for a 
general expression of his opinion as to 
the conduct of the various bureaus of 
the War Department. Replying, he 
wraised the work of all the supply de- 
partments, saying they were actuated 
by zeal and characterized by intelli- 
gence. He had found the medicinal 
department from Gen. Sternberg down, 
to be efficient and anxious to promote 
the best interests of his department. 
The same was.also true of the other 
departments. Gen. Wheeler spoke o7 
the mortality among the Spanish sol-| 
diers. saying that it was quite equal to 
that among the “American troops, 

Gen. H. V. Boynton took the stand 
in the afternoon. Since the 8th of July 
he had been on duty at Camp Thomas. 
Recently his especial duty had been that 
of looking after the supply of that 
camp, and still more recently and at 
present, he was in command of the 
camn. which was entirely within the 
limits of Chickamauga Park. He 
thought 56,000 the largest number of 
troops that had ever been quartered in 
the camp at any one time. Gen. Boyn- 
- described at length the water sup- 
viv of the park, stating that seyeral 
tests of water from springs at Chick- 
amauga, had proved its purity. 

Gen. Boynton said that while there 
Wag plenty of water and of good qual- 
ity for the camp, considerable water 
had been brought in recently in bar- 
rels from springs four or five miles 


outside. This was done because of the 
Suspicion of one of the surgeons con- 
cerning the water in the camp. There 
had never been a death in the park 
forces and never a case of typhoid 
fever, though 600 men had been em- 
ployed at one time on the roads. In 
response to a query from Capt. Howell 
he said the only typhoid fever in the 
camp was brought in from the outside. 
The volunteers were located in the 
wooded portion of the park, but the 
wood was only sufficient for shade. It 
was not a dense forest and could easily 
be penetrated by the sunshine. 

Gen. Boynton asserted that the 
camp Was not crowded. The sinks were 
from thirty to ninety feet from the 
tents, but in some instances the kitch- 
ens were not further than twenty feet 
from the sinks. Much of the kitchen 
offal was burned. Typhoid fever in 
the camp did not excite serious atten- 
tion until July, when the cases aver- 
aged two per thousand. It afterward 
increased until the were about 400 cases 
among the 50,000 men. The fever in all 
cases had been of a mild character. At 
one time, after measles broke out in 
the camp, the hospitals were crowded, 
though he did not think such had been 
the case at any other time. Practically 
all the sickness was among the volun- 
teers, The regulars were not sick. 

Gen. Brooke's orders allowed two 
men out of each company to visit Chat- 
tanooga a day, which would permit the 
absence of about 1200 men. He depre- 
cated the fact that the army regula- 
tions permitted the canteen system. 
He had never seen such efficiency in 
the supply departments of the army in 
the field as in the case of Camp 
Thomas. There was no lack of rations, 
and the rations were all good. The va- 
riety was equal to that supplied by a 
family grocery. Each man had a loaf 
of bread daily. Fresh meats were sup- 
plied. Sometimes some of the meat was 
Spoiled, but as a rule it was good. He 
believed that there were more food left 
over every day than the army of the 
Cumberland had for its entire Chatta- 
nooga campaign. 

Gen. Boynton spoke in especial com- 
mendation of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association tents, which, he said, 
were the best things in the service. On 
the other hand, he condemned the out- 
side drinking houses. Most of the 
complaints were, he said, from typhoid- 
fever patients, who were, of course, 
kept on low rations as a medical pre- 
caution. There was never any short- 
age of rations, the newspaper state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding. 

BRYMADE FULL ADMIRAL.

BURIED IN CHICAGO. 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—The bodies of six 
soldiers of the First Illinois Infantry, 
who died in Cuba, are to be brought 
to Chicago for burial. An undertaker, 
hired by the parents of the unfortu- 
nate boys who lost their lives before 
Santiago, left here today to bring the 
bodies back to Chicago. He is armed 
with an order from Secretary Alger, 
authorizing exhumation. The bodies 
will be placed in zinc-lined heavy 
oaken caskets, and upon arrival in 
Chicago will lie in state in the First 
Regiment Armory before being car- 
ried to their final resting places. 

TROOPS IN COLORADO.

PACIFIC COAST TO HAVE THE MAK. 
ING OF MANY NEW SAILORS, 


Barracks for the Accommodation of 
Six Hundred Youths Are Being 
Erected—Importance of the 
Western Naval Service Warrants 
the Extension. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] The Navy Department soon 
will establish a naval training station 
at San Francisco for the instruction of 
naval apprentices enlisted on the Coast. 
Capt. Dickens has been directed to pro- 
ceed to San Francisco and locate sites 
for buildings and make arrangements 
for beginning work this autumn. 
Barracks for the accommodation of 
600 are being erected, with all neces- 
sary outbuildings, for practical and 
theoretical instruction. The Mohican 
and Adams are to be overhauled and 
put in condition for service training 
ships, and each summer will take 
classes out on the Pacific for voyages 
to Hawaii, and the Far Southwest, oc- 
cupying about three months in the trip. 
The necessity for such a station on 
which the naval service could draw for 
young sailors has been felt since the 
fleets were increased on both Pacific 
and Asiatic stations, 
have been provided with men from the 
East, the sailors being sent, as a rule, 
across the continent at heavy expense. 
The growing strength of both stations 
and the necessity of maintaining naval 
vessels at Honolulu in future will call 
for a large increase in the enlisted force 
to supply the crews, and with an ap- 
prentice system capable of graduating 
two or three hundred boys annually, 
ewell qualified for duty on most modern 
vessels, it is anticipated by the naval 
authorities that the Pacific Coast will 
be capable of providing a large part of 
the men required for the station.

Craig, and 
the committee. The secretary informed 
Capt. Craig of the conditions at Pana 
shaft, and the captain took immediate 
steps to disarm the negroes. The ope- 
rators announced today a reduction of 
25 cents a ton in the selling price of 
coal. They claim that with negro labor 
they get the coal mined cheaper, and 
can sell for less than with union la- 
bor.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 5.—Dr. Blemer, 
United States inspector of cattle, vis- 
{ited the Perkins ranch where many 
cattle are dying today. He inspected 
the cattle and said: “They have the 
deadly anthrax and not the Texas fe- 
ver, and I see no chance to save them.” 

His conclusions were verified by the 
microscopic examination made by Drs, 
H. M. Henderson and C. L. Megowan, 
who found the blood of the cattle full 
of bacteria of anthrax. The health au- 
thorities of this county and Yolo are co- 
operating to prevent the disease from 
Bpreading, and they will try to have 
the cadavers burned. 

Milk Inspector Megowan went to 
Woodland today and laid the matter 
before the Yolo County Board of Su- 
pervisors. That body turned the mat- 
ter over to County Physician Kier, 
with full power to act. He has, quar- 
antined the cattle on the Perkins’ranch, 
and will keep all cattle away from the 
river, so that the water may not be 
contaminated. The herd of cattle 

@riven into this (Sacramento) county 
after coming in contact with the dis- 
eased herd is quarantined at Willow 
Slough, five miles south of this city.

HONOLULU DEFENSE. 


Gen, Merriam Thinks Ships Will De 
Most Effective. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—On_ the 
next steamer from Honolulu, Maj.- 
Gen. Merriam expects a report from 
the United States engineers regarding 
camp sites and fortifications. It is 
eald that the report will be more in the 
nature of a study than as voicing any 
conclusion. Gen. Merriam, when asked 
about the matter, said: 

“Honolulu’s proper defense from an 
enemy’s fleet is a very important and 
serious question. The coral reefs 
forming the narrow harbor are low; 
the site of the city is also low, and the 
city is close to the ocean. I am not 
prepared to cay what can or cannot be 
done in the way of land fortifications. 
The outlook is not promising. I am 
inclined to think that the city must 
depend for most of its protection from 
an enemy’s attack upon ships of the 
coast-defense type. In that case there 
will be no necessity for a large per- 
manent camp at Honolulu.” ' 


SEATTLE AS A SEAPORT. 


North German Lloyd Officials to In- 
vestigate Its Qualifications,

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Tomor-

FORAKER SPEAKS. 


HE OPENS THE WAYNE COUNTY 
REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN. 


Ohio’s Senator Reviews Issues Lead. 
ing to the War With Spain 
and Problems Following. 


THE QUESTIONS OF THE HOUR. 


STRONGLY ADVOCATES HOLDING 
THE PHILIPPINE GROUP. 


Republican Party Has Proven Equal 
to Every Emergency, Will Meet 
and Solve All Fature 
Problems. 


[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.} 

WORCESTER (0.,) Oct. 5.—The Re- 
publicans of this, Wayne, county, 
opened the fall campaign here today, 
Senator Joseph B. Foraker being the 
principal speaker. His address was fre- 
quently interrupted by enthusiastic ap- 
plause from the large audience present. 
|Senator Foraker opened with a eulogy 
‘of Gov. Bushnell and a few of his ad- 
ministration in Ohio, followed with a 
like tribute to President McKinley and 
a review of his national administration, 
and devoted most of his speech to the 
war with Spain and the problems which 
followed it. 

He reviewed the oppression in Cuba 
during Gen. Grant’s administration and 
held that the cause of humanity then 
called for assistance. He pictured 
Spanish tyranny in the West Indies 
most graphically until he reached the 
period of Weylerism, when he was as 
fierce in his utterances as the former 
captain-general was in his cruelties. 
The Senator stated that after 200,000 
lives had been lost through reconcen- 
tration and other oppressions, the cause 
of humanity called loudly for interfer- 
ence. Congress waited until the Presi- 
dent exhausted every effort in diplom- 
acy. The destruction of the Maine 
forced the issue. 

After reviewing the struggles of the 
insurgents, the Senator detailed the in- 
cidents that led to the American Con- 
gress declaring war against Spain and 
took radical issue with those who op- 
posed that action, including ex-Siecre- 
tary Sherman. The Senator proceeded: 

“There has been much said recently 
about incompetency and mismanage- 
ment on account of which our troops 
have suffered severely. No doubt there 
have been some mistakes. It would 
be remarkable if there had not been, 
but a full investigation will vindicate 
the zeal and patriotism, the courage 
and the integrity of all who have been 
assailed. All have only tears for the 
dead and those who have been stricken 
with disease and overtaken with af- 
fliction. These are the inseparable fea- 
tures of all wars and notwithstanding 
all that may have occurred of this 
character, the fact remains that the 
record of the three months during 
which the war continued is the most 
brilliant chapter in American history. 
It has scarcely an equal in the annals 
of the world. Almost before we realized 
that we were at war, Spain was suing 
for peace. Two of her navies had been 
completely destroyed, and one of her 
largest armies had been defeated and 
compelled to surrender. 

“It was our good fortune that the 
long peace since our civil war was first 
interrupted by trouble with ®Spain 
rather than with England of “some 
other great power able to strike at 
once. We have learned the necessity 
for coast defenses, a good navy and a 
good army, both adequate in auimbers 
as well as in quality. We have learned 
another thing, and that is that the 
Nicaraguan Canal is essential not only 
to commerce but also to our cificient 
defense. 

“The great questions of the hour are: 
What shall we do with Cuba? What 
shall we do with Porto Rico? What 
shall we do with the Philippines? So 
far as Cuba is concerned, there should 
be no question whatever. The Cubans 
have earned their independence. We 
have solemnly declarea not only that 
they are free and independent, but 
also that they shall have a government 
of their own choosing. We must keep 
our promise and we will. But this 
promise of independence to Cuba does 
not apply to Porto Rico or to the Phil- 
ippines. We took these islands by the 
conquest of war and they are ours. 
I do not know what the treaty of 
peace now being prepared in Paris will 
provide, but I sincerely hope it will 
give to. the United States not simply 
a coaling station, or a single island, 
but the whole group of the Philippines. 
I have no fear of the ability of = 
people successfully to govern them 
I feel that it would be a crime to re- 
turn them to the government of Spain. 
Under our protection and guidance 
they can have intelligence and pros- 
perity, and we can have a base of 
operations in the Far East highly es- 
sential to securing our fair share of 
the trade in China and the rest of the 
eastern world. 

Japan has stepped to the front with 
a commerce that is greatly to the ad- 
vantage of all who trade with her. 
The possibilities with China are far 
greater. All the great nations are 
struggling for their share of the trade 
to be developed when China has been 
opened up to communication and com- 
merce with the world, The United 
States must have a full and just share 
in that trade. One of the questions 
now pressing upon us is how to 
provide governments for these islands 
and so to govern and direct affairs as 
to acquire the commerce to0¢which we 
are entitled, and secure the sequent 
prosperity to all our people. Only that 
party should be trusted with it that 
has shown itself most capable of deal- 
ing with great affairs, both in peace 
and war. The Republican party has 
proven equa] to every emergency and 
the record it has made is a guarantee 
that it will meet those problems of the 
future and solve them with the same 
success that has atttended it in all its 
brilliant career. I do not believe any 
fair-minded Democrat would question 
the fitness of the Republican party for 
the discharge of this duty. But, how- 
ever, it may be otherwise, the work is 
already fn the hands of President 
McKinley. What he wants is the sup- 
port of a Republican House of Rep- 
resentatives.”

A patriotic parade, in which returned 
soldiers, local military and other or- 
ganizations participated, was followed 
by exercises at the grand stand, com- 
prising music by the consolidated 
bands, of 750 pieces; an address by 
Gov. Adams, and military drills. <A 
band contest, Indian games and dances 
and a faithful representation of the 
celebrated battle of Sand Creek were 
other features of the entertainment 
furnished for thousands of spectators. 
Tonight was given a glorious pageant 
of the Slaves of the Silver Serpent, 
followed by the Silver Serpent ball.

EPISCOPALEAN COUNCIL. 


SESSIONS AT WASHINGTON OF FAR- 
REACHING IMPORTANCE, 


Epiphany Church Filled to Over- 
flowing—Stately Body of Eccles- 
fastics and Prominent Laymen 
Present—Dishap Whipple Opens 
the Services. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—With im- 
pressive ceremonies the triennial coun- 
cil of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
ef the United States opened at 1l 
o'clock this morning in Epiphany 
Church. The sessions, beginning to- 
day, have a far-reaching interest amd 
importance to the Episcopal organiza- 
tion of the country, and, indeed, to 
the church world at large, for, aside 
from the distinguished personnel of 
the bishops, clergymen and laymen, the 
subjects which will engage the atten- 
tion of the two governing bodies of the 
church have a present and vital inter- 
est to the church in general and to the 
Episcopal Church in pareticular. 

A great concourse gathered for the 
opening services, far exceeding the ca- 
pacity of the church and overflowing 
into the adjacent street. Conspicuous 
in the throng were the silver-haired, 
black-garbed bishops forming the 
House of Bishops, the chief governing 
body of the church. The actual par- 
ticipants in the council, including bish- 
ops, clergymen and laity was so nu- 
merous—some five hundred or more— 
that but scant space remained for the 
congregation not officially connected 
with the proceedings. 

Inside the chancel were arranged the 

seats of the bishops. Immediately in 
front of the chancel were the seats of 
the surpliced choir of fifty-five voices, 
while the body of the church was 0oc- 
cupied by the clergy and the laity, @ 
few pews still remaiming for the eager 
crowd. Notable among the lay dele- 
gates were noted Chief Justice Fuller 
of the United States Supreme Court, of 
the lay delegation rrom Chicago; J. 
Pierpont Morgan, William Bayard Cut- 
ting, Francis Lynde Stetson and Capt. 
A. T. Maha, represemting New York; 
George C. Thomas and James 8. Biddle 
of Philadelphia, while the clergy was 
represented by many prominent in the 
church work of the country, including 
Rev. Morgan Dix of New York, who 
will probably officiate as presiding offi- 
cer. 
Promptly at1l o'clock the strains cf 
the great church organ and the mixed 
voices of the choir floated through the 
edifice, instituting the council with the 
imposing entrance of the bishops. Fol- 
lowing the choir came the stately body 
of ecclesiastics, occupying the highest 
places in the chureh. They emtered 
according to their length of service as 
bishops, walking in pairs to the chan- 
cel. 

The venerable Rignt Rev Dr. J. Wil- 
liams of Connecticut, the patriarch of 
the body, was necessarily absent by 
reasom of his advanced age and infirm- 
ity, and so, too, was Bishop Clarke of 
Rhode island. First im point of ser- 
vice that came was the white-haired 
pillar of the Episcopacy, Right Rev. 
Bishop Whipple of Minnesota somewhat 
bowed with his years of eminent ser- 
vice in the church, put still vigorous 
in action amd strong in intellect. Toa 
the white robe and black collar of his 
orders, were added the crimson, acade- 
mic hood, hanging like a cape down 
his back, and the purple cap of the se- 
nior presiding bishop. 

Then came Bishop Neely of Maime, 
Bishop Tuttle of Missouri, Bishop 
Whittle of Virginia, and the other 
heads of the church, the young and 
new members of this high office closing 
the procession, 

Bishop Whipple conducted the service 
and in fervent tones led the openi 
prayers. Then followed the serving an 
the Episcopal Church, Bishop Neely 
reading the epistle; Bishop Wilmer the 
gospel and all the bishops uniting in 
repeating the creed. Dr. McKim an- 
nounced that Bishop Whipple would 
preside until @ presiding officer wags 
chosen. The business session of both 
houses was announced to begin at 2:30 
p. m. Bishop Tuttle then ascended 
the pulpit and delivered the sermon.

Chaplain Kept Busy Denying 

Their Authenticity. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

DENVER, Oct. 5.—When the court- 
martial which is hearing testimony in 
the case of Chaplain McIntyre of the 
Oregon was called to order this morn- 
ing, the cross-examination of the de- 
fendant which was begun yesterday wags 
resumed. An interview with the wit- 
ness, published in a Denver evening 
paper on the day ‘of the lecture, was 
placed in the hands of the witness who 
was asked to verify or deny it. He 
denied several statements attributed to 
him with positiveness. He remembered 
distinctly what he tried to sonvey to 
the reporter. He did tell the reporter 
that the Oregon demonstrated her su- 
neriority over the other battleships in 
the fight, but he did no accuse the 
eastern shipbuilders of . cheating the 
government, as the reporter hag quoted 
him. He subsequently said he was 


under the influence of drugs and the

neni of the night before, while 


talking to the reporter. 

In answer to the question of the 
judge advocate regarding what he in- 
tended to say in hig lecture about the 
division of prize money, the chaplain 
explained that Commodore Winfield 8. 
Schley was the first commander he ever 
sailed with. He felt very friendly to- 
ward Commodore Schley and believed 
that he should have received the major 
part of the honor and emoluments of 
the battle. He intended to say to the 
audience that the division of the prize 
money would be in the proportion of 
$10,000 to the admiral, $500 to Capt. 
Clark and $75 to officers of his own 
rank. He had no idea of giving these 
as the amount each would receive. 

Witness said his intention was to 
say that when the battle began the 
Oregon took her assigned position on 
the inner line, and as she did so, she 
passed the Iowa going the other way 
to assume the position assigned to her. 
He intended to say that when the Colon 
surrendered he saw’ several of the 
American vessels, half-hull down to the 
eastward, and that while the boarding 
parties from the Oregom and Brooklyn 
were going to the Colon, the other ves- 
sels came up. He declared that he made 
no assertion to the effect that Admiral 
Sampson reported himself within four 
miles in order to get prize money. He 
was aware that the admiral was en- 
titled to his share of the prize money 
of his distance from the 

ght. 

The judge advocate asked Chaplain 
MelIntyre if previous to the lecture, he, 
in conversation with R. 8S. King, pri- 
vate secretary of Gov. Adams, had not 
made statements similar to those made 
in the. lecture. This question was 
strongly combatted by attorneys for the 
defense. The judge advocate announced 
that he was laying the foundation for 
the impeachment of the witness. Argu- 
ment on the objection was deferred by 
agreement. Chaplain McIntyre posi- 
tively denied having said to Mr. King 
the things charged unless jt might have 
been on the night of the lecture. 

Similar questions regarding conver- 
sations with J. L. Blinn and Lee Ullery, 
superintendent of the building of the 
new Denver mint, elicited a similar an- 
swer. A report was read from the 
Brooklyn (N. Y.,) Eagle, to the ef- 
fect that McIntyre made statements in 
a conversation with friends in that city 
of the same character alleged to have 
been made in his Denver lecture. The 
chaplain denied having made such 
statements in Brooklyn, and declared 
that he refused to talk to the Eagle 
reporter and he believed the reporter, 
being offended, wilfully misrepresented 


m. 

The judge advocate then placed in 
witness’s hands a. copy of an alleged 
interview with him published in the 
New York Times, August 11, having 
been telegraphed frem Denver. The 
chaplain said he had no remembrance 
of giving an interview to a represen- 
tative of any paper published outside of 
Denver. He denied having given the 
alleged interview to anybody. An al- 
leged interview with the witness, pub- 
lished August 10, in the Denver Times, 
which was almost identical with the one 
printed in the New York Times, was 
also denied as to many statements 
given. He admitted having been inter- 
viewed by a reporter of the Times, 
but could not remember what he said 
to him. 

THE C'HAPLAIN’S VERTIGO. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


DENVER, Oct. 5.—In the afternoon 
Chaplain McIntyre, on redirect ex- 
amination stated that he had the 
brandy of which he drank on the night 
of the lecture in a four-ounce bottle. 
Indicating ona similar bottle the 
amount he drank; it was shown that 
he took about one-third of the contents. 

Alonzo A. Anson, an engineer, tes- 
tified that he was quite intimate woth 
Chaplain McIntyre in 1894, and that on 
the night of the lecture the chanlain 
did not recognize him, even after he 
he had told him his name. Witness 
thought the chaplain had the mannér 
of a man under the influence of liquor. 
During the lecture the chaplan’s man- 
ner was not natural. 

Dr. William E. Wilson, who was sur- 
geon of the Tenth Illinois Cavalry dur- 
ing the civil war, was called. He has 
been treating Chaplain McIntyre since 
September 20. He testified that Chap- 
lain McIntyre was on the date men- 
tioned suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion, and had been so suffering for 
some time. He had not yet recovered 
fully. One of the symptoms of the chap- 
lain’s ailment, witness said, was forget- 
fulness, confusion of ideas and vertigo. 
Dr. Wilson was still on the stand when 
court adjourned for the day. 


Land Office Business. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—A Crook- 
ston (Minn.) special to the Journal 
says that today 367,000 acres of land 
on the Red Lake Reservation were 
thrown open to settlement under the 
Nelson act, which requires five years’ 
residence and a payment of $1.25 an 
acre at the end of that period. A line 
was started yesterday afternoon at 
the land-office door, and most of the 
filers stayed in line all night. There 
was no grand rush, however, as on 
previous occasions. The land is heav- 
ily timbered. A large number of

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INDIANS FIGHT 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


will return at once with rations and 
ammunition. 

“Lieut. Humphrey was white with 
rage when thenews reached him. His 
men have already started for the 
front. The fire of the Krag-Jorgen- 
sens, twenty miles distant, is distinctly 
audible from this point. They have 
been banging away all the afternoon. 
A man just in tells me that we lost 
four killed and nine wounded up to 
date. Bacon’s men have their blood 
up. The Fighting Third has seen its 
dead. Bear Island, as well as fts dan- 
eerous vicinity, will be gutted. 

“A fatal mistake was made in fail- 
ing to send a Gatling and a Hotchkiss 
gun. They could have been used with 
magnificent effect today. The Indians 
had fired twenty-five shots before the 
troops returned their fire. 

“Gen. Bacon will entrench himself 
tonight and await reinforcements. The 
wounded City Marshal of Walker was 
brought home under a Red Cross flag 
aboard the Flora. He will recover, but 
his life is not worth a pinch of snuff 
now so long as there are any Bear Isl- 
and Indians remaining in the country. 

‘‘Marshal O’Connor and Deputy Shee- 
han behaved with the utmost bravery. 
The latter, an old man of 60 years, but 
the hero of Fort Ridgeley, stood yelling 
at the men to keep their heads down, 
while he himself stood erect and bare- 
headed. The young lieutenant, Morri- 
son, is a plucky one. He has never 
been under fire before, but there he 
stood, as steady and firm as a rock 
and as cool as an iceberg. The men 
behaved splendidly. 

“O’Connor was put ashore in a hos- 
tile country, and for miles over thigtles 
and through brush, to reach the Leech 
Lake agency, he pluckily pushed his 
way. All families are being removed 
from the agency at this time. I am 
going back to the point immediately. 
Gen. Bacon is beyond telegraphic 
communication, and no boats can 
reach him for three hours. 

“4:10 p.m.—The firing seems to have 
ceased. I leave at once.” 


“" BEFORE THE FIGHT. 


Early Advices Wired to Minneapo- 
lis from Walker, Minn. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—The Journal 
staff correspondent wires from Walker, 
Minn., that Gen. Bacon, with his San- 
tiago veterans from the Third Infan- 
try, left early today for Bear Island, 
determined to bring the recalcitrant 
Pillager Indians to terms at once, and 
by force, if necessary. He chartered 
two steamboats and a barge. The men 
are under the immediate command of 
Capt. Williamson, A corporal’sisquad 
will be sent from Fort Snelling across 
Lech Lake from Walker to protect gov- 
ernment property, and records at the 
engineering station. It is also possible 
that the soldiers from the Fourteenth 
Minnesota Volunteers at Duluth -will 
be sent to protect the government dam 

at Winnebogish. 

There are some apprehensions here of 
a general Chippewa uprising. The 
_various branches of the Chippewas in 
this vicinity have about 600 fight- 
ing men, and could make much 
trouble if they joined the Pillagers. 
The authorities, however, do not share 
in the apprehension, and’ believe the 
matter will be speedily settled. Gus 
, Betulieu. who has Chippewa blood in 
his veins, and who is a fast friend of 
the tribe, is confident that he can sete 
tle the difficulty. He went to Bear 
Island last night, promising to bring 
in the leader of the malcontents. 

LATER:—The Indians are apparently 
determined to resist the troops. Capt. 
Ed Lucian’ has just come in with the 
tug Vera. She had to put into Bear 
[sland last night on account of heavy 
weather, and was at once seized by the 
pillagers. Her fires were put out and 
the boat was tied up by the 
pillagers. They threatened Lucian with 
death unless he revealed the strength 
of the military forces and the time a 
start would be made from Walker. 
Lucian could not give the information 
they wanted, and was held until day- 
light this morning and then released. 
He says the bucks were in war paint 
and feathers. 

The authorities think the Indians 
will make their stand at Little Boy 
Lake, thirty miles east of Lech Lake, 
where conditions favor them. Several 
armed bands of Indians have been seen, 
apparently making for a rendezvous. 
(The settlers are terror-stricken, but 
Gen. Bacon says every precaution has 
been taken for their safety. A heavy 
gale is blowing, and the air is full of 
snow, making operations on the lake 
difficult. If it develops that the In- 
jians have retreated into Little Boy 
Lake, it is likely the forces will be 
brought back here and taken by train 
to Lech Lake and thence marched 
across country. 


DISPATCHES TO WASHINGTON, ' 


Authorities Think Bacon is Safe in 
the Fire. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Official dis- 
patches received here tonight brought 
to the authorities the sudden realiza- 
tion of an Indian uprising of more 
than ordinary dimensions. The dis- 
patches began coming about 6 p.m., 
two of them coming to Secretary Bliss, 
who, as head of the Interior Depart- 
ment, has charge of Indian affairs, 
and a third to Atty.-Gen. Griggs from 
one of the United States marshals at 
the seat of the uprising. The first 
dispatch to Secretary Bliss was as 


follows: 

“WALKER (Minn.)—Secretary of the 
Interior, Washington: The Indians, 
twenty-five miles from here on the 
mainland of North Bear Island, opened 
fire on the troops under command of 
Gen. Bacon without warning this morn- 
ing at 11:30 o’clock. I fear the army in 
the field is not strong enough to sub- 
due the Bear Island Indians. How 
many are hurt on their side I cannot 
now tell. A large force should be sent 
here at once. It is now war, and the 
xovernment must protect the people. I 
have a slight scratch on the arm and 
left leg. Please wire me instructions,

“To Secretary of Interior, Washing- 
ton: Trouble was caused by Indians 
firing upon troops first; situation as bad 
as can be; feeling among Indians hos- 
tile. and mean to fight to end. More 
troops needed at once. They cannot get 
here too quick. 

[Signed] “TINKER.” 

Maj. Hopkins went to the War De- 
partment and delivered Secretary Al- 
ger Ss message to Adjt.-Gen. Corbin. The 
latter in the meantime, had received 
from the Attorney-General a dispatch 
received from the United States Mar- 
shal as follows: 

WALKER (Minn.)—To the Attor- 
ney-General, Washington: Have more 
troops sent here immediately. Tattle 
begun on Bear Island. Look for gen- 
eral uprising of Indians. Gen. Bacon in 
the field. 

[Signed] “O'CONNOR, Marshal.” 

The War Department had received no 
dispatches from Gen. acon cr from 
any of the military authorities in the 
department where the uprising had oc- 
curred. This caused some surprise and 
doubt, and it left entirely open the 
auestion as to the list of casualties. 
Gen. Corbin was inclined to believe 
that the reports were magnified. 

Gen. Bacon is the commanding offi- 
cer of the Department of the Dako- 
tas, with headquarters at St. Paul, and 
the Third Infantry is stationed at Fort 
Snelling, just outside St. Paul, so 
that, if need be, this large force could 
be called to Gen. Bacon's assistance. 
As commanding officer of the depart- 
ment, it was pointed out that Gen. 
Bacon has full authority to move all 
the forces within his department if he 
deems such action necessary to meet 
an emergency. Aside from the Third 
Infantry, there are cavalry troops 
within easy reach of St. Paul and the 
seat of the trouble, although it was 
the view of the War Department late 
tonight that Gen. Bacon would not 
have any need for any cavalry, if, in- 
deed, he needed any infantry beyond 
the hundred men now at the front. 

Gen. Corbin inclined to the view that 
100 regulars were more than a match for 
all the Indians which could be assem- 
bled at the place of the present trouble. 
Gen. Bacon will be given a free hand, 
however, and every facility afforded 
him by the authorities here, if he feels 
in need of reinforcements. 

Indian Commissioner Jones read the 
press reports of the conflict with great 
interest, but up to a late hour tonight 
had not received any advices from In- 
dian Agent Sullivan, in charge of the 
White Earth agency, where the upris- 
ing occurred. A dispatch was sent to 
the agent this morning, but the ope- 
rator at White Earth reported the 


agent had gone to Walker, near which | 


point today’s fight took place. 
THE VERY 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WALKER (Minn.,) Oct. 5.—A state- 
ment has been secured from United 
States Marshal O’Connor. He says that 
Gen. Bacon told him he. thought it 
likely that they would have'to remain 
several days, and O’Connor thereupon 
said he would return here for supplies. 
O’Connor started in a_ skiff for his 
steam launch, which was some distance 
from the shore, and just then the bat- 
tle commenced. The troops did not re- 
turn the fire for some time. When or- 
dered to fire they did so with good ef- 
fect. O’Connor says it was folly to go 
over there with so small a force, and 


. thinks that it will take at least 1000 


troops to restore veace. 

A dispatch boat that has just ar- 
rived, announces that although it 
cruised up and down near the scene 
of the battle for two hours, those on 
board were unable to see a man, and 
fear that all the soldiers and officers 
have fallen.

Indians Allege I1l-Treatment as Wit- 
nesses in Liquor Cases. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WALKER, Oct. 5.—The Pillager and 


other neighboring Indians of the White 


Barth reservation, claim to have many 
reasons for their present outbreak, al- 
though the direct trouble with the 
Pillagers comes over attempts to bring 
in some of the Indians to the United 
States court at Duluth, in connection 
with liquor-selling cases. 

Their grievances go back through 
many years, and there have been legis- 
lative and other attempts to _ settle 
them, one of the latest being the Nelson 
law regarding the sale of timber on the 
Indian lands. However, the Indians 
claimed that the method of disposing 
of this was both cumbersome and ex- 
pensive, and that they were the suffer- 
ers. In regard to serving as wit- 
nesses in illegal liquor-selling cases, 
thev claimed that the deputy marshals 
left them to find their own way home 
from Duluth without having paid them 
the proper mileage. This is denied by 
the deputies. 

The leader in the trouble, with the 
Pillagers, is an old warrior, Bog-Ah- 
Meh-Go-Shirk, not a chief, who re- 
cently returned from court, and? wag 
soon afterward hunted by the deputies, 
He alleged ill-treatment in being 
turned adrift penniless in Duluth, and 
aroused the other Indians to protest 
against the way he claimed to have 
been treated. The United States Mar- 
shal insists that the old man’s story 
is unfounded, but the reds had been 
stirred up to such a pitch that trouble 
apparently became unavoidable, in view 
of the deeply-seated feeling of general 
ill-treatment in regard to their timber 
lands and their lands and rights in 
general. 


TRIBUNE SPECIALS. ~

MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—A special 
to the Tribune from Walker, Minn.. 
says, in regard to its staff  corre- 
spondent at the scene of Indian 
troubles:

Modern Dairy Methods. 
DAIRYMAN who has lately set 
A up a separator, and is making his 
own butter for market, says: 
“When I was making my own butter, 
before patronizing the creamery, my 
cows were Jerseys. I dropped them, 
and now I am sorry I did so, and shall 
get back to them as soon as possible. 

This is a recommendation for the 
Jersey cow, but not a very good one 
for the famer. He evidently tried to 
overreach patrons of the creamery by 
getting cows better adapted to yield 
a large quantity of milk, rather than 
to keep those he had, which would 
produce more butter from a small 
quantity. We wonder if the adoption 
of the Babcock test had not some in- 
fluence in leading him to stop taking 
his milk to the creamery. 

He says he is milking eleven cows in 
August, and is making ten pounds of 
butter per day, which does not indicate 
a milk very rich in butter fat. Ten 
good-grade Jerseys should yield him 
about twenty-five pounds of butter a 
day, if they are of full age and well 
fed, which would make quite a differ- 
ence in his receipts, as he claims to 


be able to obtain cents per pound 


more for his butte? than the Elgin 
prices. 

But he is on the right track now, or 
will be when he changes back to Jer- 
seys, builds a silo as he intends and 
doubles the size of his herd, and gets 
to producing winter butter by the use 
of his separator, all of which are in his 
plans for the future. We would not, 
however, use an engine to run the 
separator. With twenty cows heshould 
keep a thoroughbred Jersey bull, and 
should make him do the work in a 
treadmill, which would keep him in 
good health, and help to keep him 
docile and good tempered, while at 
the same time making him more vigor- 
ous and sure as a stock getter. Idle- 
ness produces viciousness in a bull in 
almost every instance. If his separator 
will run 300 pounds of milk in an hour, 
he would give the animal about two 
hours’ work a day, or just enough for 
healthy exercise, and he should he 
capable with a good tread-power mill 
of running one of much larger ca- 
pacity. 

In the same exchange in which we 
saw his letter is an account of a bull, 
which is 11 years old, and with differ- 
ent mates has been for nine years 
worked from one to three hours a day, 
separating about three thousand 
pounds of milk each morning, and at 
the same time pumping about four 
hundred barrels of water from a deep 
well. He certainly has earned his 
keeping, and in addition, “his service 
as a sire has been entirely satisfactory, 
and his calves are as lively and vigor- 
ous as calves can be. In all these 
years not a sign of viciousness or 
treachery has been observed in him, 
showing that useful occupation is what 
these sires need, and not brutality.’’— 
[American Cultivator.

FIREMEN FORBIDDEN TO TAKE 
PART IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


Chief Moore Instructed to Enforce 
Rule Five—Oil Men Warned That 
Parks Will Be Protected—Fire 
Commissioners’ Doings. 


Fire Chief Moore must see that his 
underlings keep their fingers out of 
the political pie. Such is the edict of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners. 

Soon after the board met in its 
regular weekly session yesterday 
morning, Commissioner Wells ‘brought 
this subject up. After commenting on 
the impropriety of firemen mixing up 
in the political ~2ucuses and primaries, 
Mr. Wells moved sthat the Chief be 
instructed to enforce rule No. 5 of the 
department regulations during’ the 
coming campaign. This is the rule 
that expressiy forbids employés of tre 
department meddling in instead 
ol attending sirictly to their duties. 

The motion was adopted. The Chief 
wanted to Inow Just how far the board 
desired to have the rule enforced. He 
was instructed to enforce it to the ex- 
tent contemplated by its designers, 
which was for firemen to keep their 
hands off local politics entireiy. In 
obedience to the order, the Chief later 
in the day posted a bulletin at depart- 
ment headquarters warning employés 
that rule No. 5 would be enforced. 

Mr. Wells did not state as much, but 
his motion was evidently designed to 
prevent Chief Moore’s lambs from run- 
ning some of last night’s Republican 
precinct caucuses, as was their former 
wont. 

OIL WELL NUISANCE. 


Another matter that came before the 
fire board yesterday, apart from routine 
business, was the time-worn Knob Hill 
oil well controversy. W. H. Holabird 
called the attention of the board to the 
fact that W. E. de Groot, who had 
obtained a permit to operate an oil- 
boring outfit on lot 14, block B, Knob 
Hill tract, outside the 1600-foot limit 
from Westlake Park, was erecting a 
derrick on lot 17 of the same block, 
which is inside the prescribed limits, 
with the evident purpose of boring for 
oil there. Mr. Holabird explained that 
De Groot’s argument appeared to be 
that his permit to bore on lot 14 was 
good for any other lot in the same 
block. He wanted to know whether 
such was the case, and was informed 
that the permit was good only for the 
lot specified in it. If De Groot or any 
one else attempted to operate on lot 
17, without a specific permit from the 
Board of Fire Commissioners to do’ so, 
he would be amenable to the law. 

Chief Moore spoke up and said that 
just as soon as De Groot attempted to 
erect an engine and boiler without the 
necessary permit, just so soon he“woulé 
be in conflict with the law, and would 
be arrested by the Chief himself, if 
necessary. “That will take the matter 
into the courts, where the oil men 
want it,”” added the Chief, “and you'll 
have to stand in “nd help us out, if it 
comes to a fight.” 

“That’s exactly where we property- 
holders want ic. too,”’ replied Mr. Hola- 
bird, “and you may depend that we 
will be prepared t» fght it to a finish. 
We'll carry it to the Supreme Court, if 
necessary, and our counsel will belp 
the City Attorney to see it through, if 
it takes five years.”

A FAMILY JAR. 


MRS. MARIA SPRINGER CHARGES 
HER SON WITH DECEPTION. 


Daughter-in-Law Alleges a 
Conspiracy Exists to Which Her 
Husband is Sxid to Be a Party. 


The 


A case is now on trial in Depart- 
ment Three, before Judge York, in 
which there is a most extraordinary 
contradiction in the facts presented. 
Mrs. Maria C. Springer, a widow lady, 
aged 72 years, has brought suit against 
her son, A. J. Springer, and his wife 
Rose, to have a certan deed pro- 
nounced null and void, and that the 
propertty involved be reconveyed to 
her. 

The facts as alleged by the plaintiff 
are in themselves simple entugh. In 
the spring of 1896, she had been very 
sick and thought she was going to die, 
and before doing so expressed a wish ‘ 
to make her will. Her son, she alleges, 
took her to a notary and had him draw 
up a document, but, with intent to 
deceive, mislead and defraud his 
mother, he doubled the deed in his 
hand and only showed Mrs. Springer 
that portion of the deed that recited 
the fact that she reserved a life estate 
in the premises on lot 22 of the Aurora 
tract. She did not read the document 
and alleges that her son represented to 
her that what was in fact a bargain 
and sale de¢d was in reality a will, 
and believing what he said she signed 
and acknowledged it. Not until about 
August 1, 1897, did Mrs. Springer dis- 
cover the mistake that she had made 
and ask her son that he rectify the 
wrong. He promised his mother that 
he would do so, but on August 4, he 
executed a deed of the property tohis 
wife, and there the matter rested until 
the present action was begun. 

A peculiarity of the case is that the 
son, thoug@h made defendant to the 
suit, is not defending it, and this seems 
the more odd as he and his wife are 
not living together and are not on the 
best of terms. The burden of defense 
thus being thrown on Mrs. Rose M. 
Springer she is answering the allega- 
tions of her mother-in-law with flat 
denial, and is seeking to establish a 
very different state of things. To be- 
gin with she alleges that the property 
was originally purchased with money 
largely supplied by her husband, and 
that consequently he had an equitable 
interest in it. She alleges the status 
of the case to be somewhat as follows: 
Mrs. Springer and her two sons, Ed- 
ward and A. J., purchased lots 22 and 
31 in the Aurora tract, the last being 
put in the name of A. J. Springer, and 
the first in the name of his mother. 
Each, however, contributed to the pur- 
chase and also to building of the house 
that was erected on lot 22. In May, 
1896, it was determined to have a set- 
tlement of interests, and thereupon, A. 
J. Springer deeded to his brother Ed 
lot 31 in full of his interest, and the 
mother deeded lot 22, with the house 
upon it, to her son A. J., merely re- 
serving to herself a life estate and use 
of the property. When she made that 
deed, defendant avers, the old lady 
was in perfectly good health, and the 
deed was read over to her by the no- 
tary in full, she understanding per- 
fectly what she was doing. 

But young Mrs. Springer avers that 
her mother-in-law and her husband 
have conspired to cheat her out of the 
property, and in furtherance of that 
conspiracy, have agreed between then? 
that the mother should bring the suit 
and that the son should not appear in 
the suit at all. 

These are the factts briefly put. that 


are being testified to in court, and nat- 


urally the case of the defense is the 
most interesting. Attorney F. ' 
Lacey, the notary who drew up and 
acknowledged the deed, testified to 
Mrs. Springer being apparently in 
good health at the time that he read 
the document over to her, and that the 
word “will” was never even mentioned 
in the conversation that took place 
relative to the making of the disputed 


eed. 
The hearing of the case will be con- 
tinued today. 


A TAILORING DIFFICULTY. 


The Affairs of the Buffalo Woolen 
Company in Court. 

The inside business affairs of the 
Buffalo Woolen Company were . ex- 
ploited yesterday before Judge Shaw, 
in Department Five, in the suit brought 
by Walker I. De Groot against Louls 
H. Peters to have an alleged partner- 
ship transaction straightened out. 

The plaintiff alleged that on January 
5, 1898, a partnership was formed be- 
tween himself and the defendant, he 
to have a one-fourth interest in the net 
profits. The defendant had exclusive 
possession of the books of the concern 
and De Groot contended that the de- 
fendant caused false entries to be made 
by which the books showed no profits, 
when, tn fact, large profits had been 
made. In these premises De Groot 
asked that the partnership be dissolved, 
an accounting ordered and the prop- 
erty sold, etc. 

On the other hand, Louis H. Peters 
as strenuously denied any partneftship 
having existed, but conceded that a 
contract had been entered into between 
De Groot and himself, by the terms of 
which De Groot was to receive a salary 
of $25 per week and have a one-fourth 
interest in the net profits, this to be 
carried on the books until the amount 
should equal a one-fourth value of the 
net assets of the business, when De 
Groot was to obtain an actual one- 
fourth share in the business. Nothing, 
however, in the contract was to debar 
Peters from selling or disposing of the 
business in any way he might desire, 
provided that he gave De Groot sixty 
days notice. 

As a matter of fact Peters testified 
that there had been no profits in the 
business since January, and he stated 
that he discharged De Groot because 
he did not attend to his duties in the 
store. He averred that the gross re- 
ceipts of the business since January 
§ to the time of the filing of the pres- 
ent action was about $12,000, and the 
gross profits about $3500, but this was 
cffset by the expenses aggregating 
about $3600. 

The cas¢ was submitted on briefs. 
One phase of the case is at present 
pending in the Supreme Court. After 
the dificuity began Peters sought by 
injunction to restrain De Groot from 
asserting partnership right in the store 
by coming there and interfere with the 
business being carried on. From the 
order of court granting the restraining 
order De Groot appealed, and if the 
Supreme Court should reverse the or- 
der of the trial court a new complica- 
tion might be injected into the case. 


VERSATILE LENAN ACQUITTED. 


The Mystery of the Stolen Papers Re. 
mains Unsolwed,. 

L. C. Lenan, the embryo diplomat 
from Jamaica who has forsaken diplo- 
macy to follow the business of a cook, 
was acquitted of the charge of burg- 
lary by the jury in Department One 
yesterday. 

Right to the end this case was dis- 
tinguished by peculiar features. Mr. 
McComas, in the closing argument for 
the prosecution, compensated for the 
lack of incriminating evidence by the 
earnestness of his remarks, and the 
strength of his epithets. Several times 
he was called to time by Attorney 
Johnstone Jones, of defending coun- 
sel. but with renewed vigor prosecut- 
ing counsel proceeded to stab the de- 
fendant. And Lenan sat through it all 
perfectly unconcerned, applying him- 
self to his self-appointed task of tak- 
ing a stenographic report of every 
word that was said. The jury appeared 
bored, and one juror was engaged in 
reading the daily paper. ~ 

Shortly before 11 o'clock the case was 
given to the jury by the coprt, and in 
a little over an hour a return was made 
into court with a verdict of not guilty. 


ROARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


A Proposition to Gather in Some of 
the Mysterious Moneys. v4 

The board yesterday allowed Deputy 

Hawk, having in charge the registra- 


tion department additional cler- 
ical help until the 15th of 
October or longer, if the transfers 


are continued. This will consist of fif- 
teen clerks and six proof-readers, dur- 
ing the time of printing the supple- 
mental Great Register. 

The proclamation of the coming elec- 
tion was ordered printed. 

The election certificates announcing 
the voting of $800 bonds at Los Feliz 
were received and approved. 

Supervisor Wirsching was granted a 
leave of absence from October 10 to 15. 

The District Attorney was instructed 
to employ the Douglas Pybrun Com- 
pany to assist him in collecting from 
the State any moneys found to be due 
to the county, upon bhe following 
terms: 25 per cent. on the first thou- 
sand, 20 per cent. on the second, 15 
per cent. on the third, and 10 per cert. 
on all sums collected in excess of $3000. 
The firm’s bid was for 26 per cent. on 
all sums collected, and so the above is 
merely in the nature of an offer. It is 
not exactly known where these mys- 
terious moneys: to be collected from 
are, except that they relate to in- 
digent and similar claims. 


A STRANGE OMISSION. 


Mercedes Anguisola Lost a Legacy 
by a Flaw in a Will. 

A suit has been begun in the Supe- 
rior Court to reopen the estate of the 
late José de Arnaz, on the ground that 
one of the legatees was fraudulently 
deprived of a legacy by the executrix 


of the will. 

The suit is brough. by Mercedes An- 
guisola, grand-daughter of the late José 
de Arnaz, against Maia C. de Arnaz, 
her grandfather’s second wife, and ex- 
ecutrix, under the will. The court is 
asked to set aside the order discharg- 
ing the defendant from her trust as 
executrix of the estate of the deceased, 
and that the decree of final distribution 
be amended so as to provide that $500 
be placed by the defemdant in some 
savings bank, to be paid over to the 
plaintiff at the time of her marriage. 
There were two clauses in the will of 
José de Arnaz which form the basis of 
the claim set up by the plaintiff, and 
in which it is apparent that an omis- 
sion was made at the time the will was 
drawm. The fifth and sixth clauses 
referred to are as follows, the former 
being explanatory merely of the latter: 

“T bequeath to the children of my 
son Luis, $500 to each, and which 
amounts my executors will place in a 
good savings bank, so that they may 
be given to the male child upon his be- 
coming of age, and to the girl when 
she is married. 

“T bequeath to the children of my 
daughter Virginia, $500 to each one in 
the same way as in the anterior clause, 
the parties benefiited being Carlos, Ca- 
mila and he 

The blank at the end of the clause, 
wherein is enumerated the children of 
the decedent’s daughter Virginia, ii is 
contended by plaintiff, was intended to 
have been filled in with her name, Mer- 
cedes. When the executrix entered 
upon the discharge of her duties in 


February, 1895, it is alleged that the 
name of Mercedes Anguisola had been 
included in the petition for probate, but 
just one year later when the defendant 
filed her petition for final distribution, 
embodying in it the names of the de- 
visees and legatees with the nature of 
their interests, the mame of the plain- 
tiff was fraudulently omitted to be 
entered as one of the children of Vir- 
ginia Anguisola, 211d as guch entitled to 
taken under the will $500, while naming 
her brother Carlos and sister Camila 
as being so entitled. Between the time 
the Sefiora de Arnaz was appointed ex- 
ecutrix, and the time when gshe filed 
her petition for final distribution and 
discharge the plaintiff, Mercedes Am- 
guisola, avers that she had many con- 
versations with her about her inheri- 
tance, and at each of these the defend- 
ant recognized her claim and stated 
that the $500 would be paid over at 
final settlement. Accepting such state- 
ment as being truthfiil the plaintiff 
took no legal steps to protect herself, 
or have the cour* order the filling in 
of that hiatus in the sixth clause of 
her grandfacher’s will where her name 
was omitted. But as these facts in 
the case mever appeared before the 
court the petition that the esta:e of 
José de Arnaz be distributed was 
granted on March 13, 1896. The estate 
was quite a large one the personal 
proper:y being valued at over $5000, 
and the real property at over $70,000. 
Not until December, 1897, did the plain- 
tiff, so she alleges, learn that she had 
been left out in the cold by being 
omitted from the final petition. Ry 
virtue of the decree official distribution 
that was entered between $800 and $900 
was received by the defendant as res- 
iduary legatee under the will after all 
payments and charges in connection 
with the estate had been made, and if 
plaintiff's claim should be allowed it 
could be paid’ from this surplus amount 
without in any way disturbing the ar- 
rangements under which the estate of 
Josfi de Arnaz was closed. 


A PITIFUL SCENE. 


An Infxnt Torn From the Onty 
Mother She Knew. 

A most sad and pitiable scene was 
enacted in Judge Van Dyke's depuart- 
ment yesterday, when on habeas corpus 
proceedings a two-year-old infant 
named Phyllis Burns was torn from 
the arms of Mrs. J. Erie and returned 
to the father. 

It appeared that Mrs. Burns died 
about two years ago after being de- 
livered of twin girls—Phyllis and Ger- 
trude. The father, Albert Burns, was 
not so situated that he could have the 
tiny little mites cared for, and in his 
distress he appealed to Mrs. Stevens at 
the Friday Morning Club. At once 
there was a ready response made to 
the appeal and Mrs. Erie and Mrs. 
Kerckhoff each took one of the little 
twin girls while they were yet only 
five days old. From that time until 
the present Mrs. Erie has cared for her 
infant charge as if she were her very 
own. Indeed, it was stated that the 
understanding was that the child was 
to be adopted by Mrs. Erie, but there 
appeared no necessity for hurry, and 
this important legal formality was de- 
ferred from time to time. Yesterday 
morning a deputy sheriff appeared at 
the residence of Mrs. Erie at Ninth 
and Hill streets, and then for the first 
time she learned that the baby girl 
whom she had learned to regard as her 
very own was to be taken from her. 

What motive prompted the father of 
the children to take the step he did 
was not made apparent. Mrs. Erie is 
the wife of J. Philip Erie, the electrical 
and mechanical engineer who gained 
some little notoriety as the inventor of 
a motor carriage that scared pedes- 
trians at Boyle Heights almost out of 
their wits on several occasions, by its 
gxhostly perambulations. He is now in 
Washington, D. C., on business in con- 
nection with getting patents on sev- 
eral deviees invented by him in con- 
nection with his motor carriage, and 
his wife was about to join him for a 
short holiday. The fact that baby 
Phyllis was to be taken along was the 
one excuse offered for depriving Mrs. 
Erie of her charge. 

Upon a statement of the case being 
made to the court, Judge Van Dyke said 
that whatever his private wishes as an 
individual might be, he had no option 
in the matter. The law is explicit, and 
in invoking the aid of the law there 
was nothing he could do but order the 
child delivered over to the father, whom 
the law regarded as having the best 
right to his children. 

Mrs Erie had been having a «quiet lit- 
tle cry all by herself while Judge Van 
Dvke was defining the law on the sub- 
ject. and little Phyllis was paying out 
in the corridor in care of some lady 
friends. When the order was made 
awarding the baby back to her father 
the court made hasty exit, «nd so did 
some of the attorneys, court officials 
and others, for they had a good idea of 
what was to follow. As the infant was 
brought into court cooing and crowing 
in the arms of some friend of Mrs. 
Erie. the latter could not control herself 
and snatching the babe to her breast 
she sobbed her heart out over it while 
showering kisses upon its tiny face. 
Friends drew her away, but again and 
again she broke away, and: reclaimed 
the little child that had evidently be- 
come very dear to her. 

Through all this scene the infant's 
father sat without saying a word of 
thanks,*%er appreciation to the woman 
who was reaping such a bitter reward 
for yielding to a generous impulse two 
years ago.

A BIG MINING SUIT. 


Litigation Over Property in San 
Diego County. 

Papers were filed yesterday aftere- 
noon in the United States District 
Court in a suit brought by the Escon- 
dido Gold Mining Company of Califor- 
nia against the Du Quesna Gold and 
Silver Mining and Milling Company of 
Colorado, The complaint asks for @ 
temporary injunction against the de- 
fendants to prevent them from dis- 
posing of certain property, the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, and relief by the 
return of a deed now in escrow and 
made out by the complainants to the 


defendants, to be delivered on per- 
formance of certain agreed acts by 
the latter. 

On May 20, 1897, the Escondido 


company entered into an agreement to 
sell to the defendants all of their min- 
ing properties located in San Diego 
county, the sum agreed on being $40,- 
000. This deal was made by William 
F. Spieth, and through I. D. Hedges 
astreasurer of the Du Quesne company. 
The payments were arranged for in the 
agreement, while the deed was placed 
in escrow in the Merchants’ National 
Bank of San Diego. The first pay-~- 
ment was made on time, but the pur- 
chasers defaulted on the second, and 
others following. The suit has been 
instituted to prevent the defendants 
from disposing of property taken out, 
the company alleging that they have 
taken out many hundreds of dollars 
in gold ore, and the plaintiffs wish 
this to be placed in the hands of the 
receiver to be adjusted by decree of 
the court. George J. Dans and Charles 
Welborn appear for the plaintiffs.

Traction Company’s New I'ngine. 

The new Hamilton-Corliss engine of 
the Traction Street Railway Company 
made its first practical run last Mon- 
day. Chief Engineer Judkins says that 
it works to perfection, and in his opin- 
ion is the finest engine that has ever 
been set up in this city. Although an 
immense machine, it works so smothly 
and noiselessiv that a man conducted 
into the engine-room blindfolded could 
not tell whether the engine was run- 
ning or not. It propels a 600-kilowadd 
Walker generator with the greatest 
ease, and does the work of the two old 
engines of the company. The motive 
power of the plant is thus doubled, 
This was the object in installing the 
new engine. The Traction company 
now has reserve power to guard against 
all emergencies. 
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HAS SPAIN CAPITULATED? 

A dispatch from Havana makes the 
important announcement that at the 
joint session of the United States and 
the Spanish military commissions, uN 
Tuesday morning, the Spaniards de- 
clared that it would be impossible for 
the Spanish forces to evacuate the isl- 
and of Cuba immediately. The Ameri- 
can commissioners insisted on imme- 
diate evacuation, in accordance with 
the letter and spirit of their instruc- 
tions, but after a conference lasting 
two hours, no definite agreement was 
reached, and the Americans returned 
to their headquarters and communi- 
cated in cipher, at considerable length, 
with Washington. 

Advices from Havana, of late, and 
from other points in Cuba, have been 
unpleasantly full of references to 
“Spanish authority” and to its con- 
tinued exercise in Cuba. It has been 
generally supposed that Spanish sov- 
ereignty in Cuba ceased with the sign- 
ing of the protocol, by which, in con- 
sideration of the cessation of hostil- 
ities, Spain agreed to withdraw at 
once (or so soon as possible,) her land 
and naval.forces from Cuba and 
Cuban waters. With Spanish sover- 
eignty died, or should have died, all 
vestige of Spanish power in Cuba, 
eaving that which was necessary to 
maintain order until the evacuation 


was completed and the Americans had 


taken temporary possession. Such was 
in fact the plain meaning of the pro- 
tocol, and Spain so understood it at 
the time that instrument received the 
signatures of her representatives. It 
is in bad faith, therefore, for the Span- 
jards to attempt to delay the evacua- 
tion of Cuba. They should stand, not 
upon the order of their going, but 
should go at once. If it becomes ab- 
geolutely necessary, in order to enforce 
the terms of the agreement, their de- 
parture should be accelerated by such 
means as our War Department has at 
its disposal. 

When Spain yielded to the superior 
power of the United States and ac- 
knowledged defeat, she virtually placed 
herself at our mercy. Considering all 
the circumstances, she has been treated 
with great generosity. It is with ex- 
ceeding ill grace, therefore, that Span- 
jards in Cuba, or elsewhere, still cling 
to the shadow of Spanish sovereignty, 
after the substance has been destroyed. 

The answer of our government to 
the plea that it is impossible for the 
Spaniards to evacuate Cuba imme- 
diately will probably be an ultimatum, 
fixing the date at which evacuation 
must be consummated. And _ troops 
will probably be sent to enforce, if 
necessary, the terms of the ultimatum. 
Nothing is to be gained, and much 
may be lost, by temporizing in this 
matter. There is no reason to believe’ 
that the administration will be guilty 
of temporizing or of compromising 
with the Spaniards. While a reason- 
able time will be allowed for the evac- 
uation of Cuba, unnecessary delay will 
not be permitted. This will be the 
right course, the logical course, and is 
the course most likely to be pursued 
by our government.

AN ESPEE SCHEME TO CINCH FRUIT- 
OWERS. 


The latest scheme of the Southern 
Pacific to secure “all the traffic will 
bear,” and a little more, if possible, is 
a proposition to increase the minimum 
weight of carload lots of citrus fruit 
shipped from Southern California. The 
plan is to increase the minimum 
weight from 24,000 pounds, the present 
weight, to 28,000 or 30,000 pounds per 
car. The scope and intent of the 
scheme is set forth in the Fruit World 
as follows: 

“The proposition to increase the 
minimum weight of carload lots of 
citrus fruit from Southern Californta 
has been under discussion in railroad 
circles all summer. A few years ago 
the minimum weight was increased 
from 20,000 to 24,000 pounds, against 
much protest on the part of growers 
and shippers. Now it is proposed to 
increase the minimum to at least 28,- 
000 pounds, and possibly 30,000 pounds, 
and the matter is likely to be definitely 
acted upon at a meeting of railroad 
officials to be held in this city this 
week. 

“The new measure was projected to 
give the railroad people a comfortable 
basis for reducing the rate per box, 
but all ideas of reducing the freight 
rate in connection with the increase 
in the minimum weiglit per car seems 
to have been abandoned. 

“*With such an increase in the min- 
imum weight,’ said a large shipper, ‘we 
will be handicapped in the distribu- 
tion by being unable to ship direct to 
smaller markets. The car equipment 
is not generally fitted properly to 
transport such a number of boxes as 
will be required to make the required 
minimum weight, and refrigeration 
will be forced on shippers very much 
earlier in the season, except in cases 
where the extra large-sized ventilated 
cars may be secured at an additional 
cost per car.’ 

“It is said that the Santa Fé officials 
do not approve of the adoption of the 
new plan. 

“From ail that can be learned, the 
opposition to this measure will be em- 
phatic. 

“The proposed increase will require 
390 boxes to the car, a number which 
prevents proper ventilation.” 

The citrus-fruit industry of Southern 
California has been handicapped, from 
its inception, by high freight rates 
and annoying restrictions imposed by 
the transcontinental roads—especially 
the Southern Pacific. The case in 
point is only another instance of the 
unjust manner in which this industry 
has been dealt with. If the minimum 
weight be increased as proposed, 
will compel shippers to use the large 
ventilated cars at an increased ex- 
pense, or to resort to refrigeration, also 
at an increased expense. To make up 
the required weight, at the proposed 
increase, will require 390 boxes of 
fruit, which cannot be so packed in an 
ordinary car as to provide for the 
ventilation necessary to keep the 
fruit in a proper condition. The addi- 
tional expense will therefore be vir- 
tually forced upon shippers, who will 
be compelled to “pay the freight” or 
suffer heavy losses upon their con- 
signments. 

It is a nice little scheme, worthy the 
fertile brain of Uncle Collis and his 
staff of unable advisers. But it should 
not be permitted to be put into opera- 
tion without a vigorous protest from 
the fruit growers of Southern Califor- 
nia. They can at least make a lusty 
kick, even if they cannot prevent the 
consummation of the scheme.

| TRAINING FOR DIPLOMATS. 


THE Times recently referred to one 
of the greatest difficulties which we 
shall find, in the way of successfully 
governing the newly-acquired Span- 
ish possessions. It is not the main- 
tenance of a large standing army 
that is likely to give us the most 
trouble, but the procuring of thor- 
oughly competent and reliable men to 
fill positions of trust and emolument in 
those countries, which have hitherto 
been governed by Spanish officials. 
As has been stated, it will undoubtedly 
be necessary to introduce some Sys- 
tem of civil service, such as that 
which obtains in England, if we are 
to escape scandals in our new co- 
lonial possessions. A Federal official, 
whose term of office is dependent upon 
the lifetime of the administration, 
sometimes needs pretty close watch- 
ing, even here at home, but when men 
are removed to a distance of several 
thousand miles from headquarters, 
and given a larger power among 
people who have been accustomed to 
official bribery for centuries, the temp- 
tation will be greater than we should 
reasonably ask men to undergo. 

In European countries, the diplo- 
matic service, and service in the co- 
lonial possessions, is a career, and if 
the United States is to make a suc- 
cess Of colonizing, we must adopt a 
similar plan. Our diplomatic service 
is at present the laughing stock of 
other nations, for the reason that men 
are frequently appointed to most im- 
portant diplomatic position without 
any previous training or special ability 
for the position, and that, by the time 
& man begins to show himself com- 
petent as a representative of the 
United States abroad, he is either re- 
moved or given some other job of a 
totally different nature. 

The suggestion has been made—and 
it is a good one—that we should com- 
mence to regularly train candidates 
for diplomatic appointments. It might 
be arranged to select, from West 
Point and Annapolis, the most prom- 
ising candidates, and after a prelimi- 
nary training in this country, attaca 
them to some of the foreign embas- 
sies. There are, undoubtedly, thou- 
sands of young Americans who could 
shine as diplomatic and consular rep- 
resentatives of the United States 
abroad, and be of vast service to their 
native land, but as the system is now 
conducted, it is only by a mere fluke 
that any such person obtains a 
chance to be of service to his coun- 
try, and then, when he does, he is 
likely to be removed within a few 
years without cause, to make room 
for somebody else who has a bigger 
*pull,’ 

If the United States is to take its 
place as a world-power among the na- 
tions of the earth, as many are now 
claiming must be done, one of the first 
things for Uncle Sam to do is to give 
the diplomatic and consular service a 
thorough overhauling, and organize it 
after modern, common-sense methods.

TROUBLE IN CHINA. 

To judge from the dispatches re- 
ceived from China, there is every 
prospect of serious trouble between 
people of that mysterious empire and 
the foreign residents. It is true that 
the disturbances have been temporar- 
ily checked, but they are liable to 
break out again any moment. Tle 
deposition of the young Emperor, who 
may or may not be alive—accounts in 
regard to that being very conflicting— 
appears to be a retrograde step on the 
part of the Empress, who has now as- 
sumed control. The Emperor had ap- 
parently imbibed some progressive 
western ideas, and ig even said to 
have horrified the Empress by appear- 
ing before her in the costume affected 
by the foreign devils. 
upon the cherished traditions of the 
Celestial Empire was not to be tole- 
rated. 

The United States, with its newly 
acquired oriental interests, cannot ex- 
pect to hold itself aloof from troubles 
which are liable to break out at any 
moment in China. Our government 
has recognized the importance of the 
question by ordering two war-vessels 
from Manila. Our naval strength in 
oriental waters is not so great as that 
of some European powers, but it is 
by no means insignificant, and will be 
largely increased within a few months. 
Meantime, we may congratulate our- 
selves that we are just now on such 
friendly terms with the world’s great 
naval power. 


WONDERFUL SHIPS. 
Should improvements in naval arch- 
itecture continue at the present rate, 
we may expect to see vessels which 
took part in the recent war with Spain 
as much out of date within ten years 
as are today the monitors, which did 
such good service in the civil war. 
Scarcely a week passes without 
bringing to the front some new and 
remarkable propositions for making 
naval warfare more destructive and 
terrible. Tue Toes has received from 
James Weir Graydon, formerly a lieu- 
tenant of the United States navy, and 
inventor of the Graydon wheel, which 
has been shown at several European 
expositions, drawings of “destroyers,” 
fitted with the Graydon improved 
turbine engines, giving the enormous 
racing speed of forty knots an hour. 
It is difficult to conceive of a heavy 
war vessel running twice as fast as 
the ordinary pace of trains on the Pa- 
cific railroads. As Mr. Graydon says, 
this heretofore unheard of speed will 
enable’ these “destroyers” to run all 
around a modern fleet, using their tor- 
pedoes and quick-firing guns from dis- 
tances which practically put the low- 
lying hulls out of the enemy’s sight. 
This is not all, Mr. Graydon,claims 
that, with his turbine engines, he can 
give the heaviest battleships a racing 
speed of thirty-five knots an _ hour, 
armored cruisers a racing speed of 
thirty-eight knots an hour, and ‘that 
he can increase the speed ten to fifteen’ 
knots an hour of all torpedo boats now 
built or building. As to steam pleas- 
ure yachts, he states that a greater 
speed than forty knots an hour is now 
easy of accomplishment, by means of 
these turbine engines. This would 
mean that the trip from San Pedro to 
Catalina could be made in a little over 
half an hour. American naval men 
are coming to the front as inventors 
and their work is at present attract- 
ing much attention in Europe. 


The highly-interesting news comes 
from New York that Van Wyck has 
accepted the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of that State.

PASTOR AND PEOPLE. 


PRESBYTERY DELIVERS ITS SOL- 
EMN CHARGDH TO EACH. 


i 


Rev. A. B. Prichard Installed as 
Pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Chureh—Takes the Pulpit Once 
Held by Dr. Chichester and Rev. 
Bert Estes Howard, 


The First Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday installed its new pastor, Rev. A. 
B. Prichard. With this step the oldest 
Presbyterian church in the city, after 
living dowh a period of internal 
troubles, starts on a new career of use- 
fulness. Mr. Prichard takes the pulpit 
formerly held by Dr. W. G. Chichester, 
Rev. Bert Estes Howard and a long 
line of well-known preachers. 

Mr. Prichard arrived last week from 
Brooklyn, where he had closed a suc- 
cessful pastorate at the head of the 
Arlington-avenue Presbyterian Church. 
Yesterday afternoon he was examined 
by the Presbytery as to his orthodoxy, 


and last evening he was formally in- 
stalled. 


Some twenty-five members of the 
Los Angeles Presbytery were present 
at the examination. Mr. Prichard’s 
views were found satisfactory, and the 
final arrangements were completed for 
the ceremonies of his installation. The 
work of the presbytery was followed 
by a@ supper served in the church par- 
lors by the ladies of the First Presby- 
terian Church. 

The members of the congregation 
and a large number of people from 
other churches were present at the 
evening services to welcome Mr. Prich- 
ard. Among the ministers who sat 
upon the platform were Rev. A. C. 
Junkin, Westminster; Rev. Dr. J. J. 
Marks, Rev. N. H. G. Fife, Pasadena; 
Rev. Hugh K. Walker, Immanuel Pres- 
byterian Church; Rev. M. C. M. Fisher, 
Grand View Presbyterian Church; 
Rev. John R. Jones, Central Presby- 
terian Church; Rev. -. M. Newell, 
Bethesda Presbyterian Church. 

Moderator Junkin presided and pro- 
pounded the constitutional questions to 
pastor and people. Rev. Hugh . 
Walker, pastor of Immanuel Presbyte- 
rian Church, preached a sermon on 
“Knowing the Truth.” His texts were 
“Ye know the truth and the truth shall 
make ye free,”’ and “Ye receive not 
the love of the truth that ye may be 


saved. 
“One weakness of the orthodox 
church,”’ said Dr. Walker, “is that we 


too often overestimate the strength of 
our opponents. The pessimists, the 
agnostics and the liberals are continu- 
ally quarreling and disagreeing 
among themselves. Timid people in 
the churches say that the liberals have 
things all their own way, but this is 
not true at all. The church needs more 
scholarship to give it equipoise. As- 
saults are made on the churches all 
along the line. We must be compre- 
hensive in our defense. There never 
was a time when scholarship was so 
advanced as it is today. There is no 
department in our universities that it 
not based on religion.” 

Rev. Dr. J. J. Marks voicing the ripe, 
experience of his ninety years, gave 
un impressive charge to the pastor. 
Rev. N. H. G. Fife delivered the charge 
to the people. The services ended with 
a benediction by the new pastor, after 
which there was an informal reception, 
in which the parishioners and others 
were introduced to Mr. Prichard.

Before the horses were called upon 
the track Secretary Thorne announced 
from the judges’ stand that in all run- 
ning races, when the: starting gate 
went up it was a go, and that no re- 
call flag would be used. This insured, 
of course, prompt etarting, and ren- 
dered impossible long waits at the gate 
and repeated trials to get unruly horses 
in position. In the betting on this race 
Celoso was the favorite, but Road 
Warmer had many friends in the 
crowd. Celoso commanded 6 to 5, Road 
Warmer 7 to 5, Toribo 3 to 1, and Miss 
Daly and Palomares anywhere from 20 
to 1 to 60 to 1. They were off almost 
before the crowd Knew they had gone 
to post, with Celoso in the lead. Road 
Warmer and Toribio were at her neck, 
and the Baldwin mare found it impos- 
sible to shake them. Gradually Tori- 
bio passed the favorite, and, although 
Gouin used the whip vigorously in the 
stretch, he could not do better than 
land second money by finishing a 
length behind Toribio and two lengths 
O:6e%e of Road Warmer. The time was

In the third race, the Maiden plate, 
a dash of five-eighths of a mile, Mid- 
love of the Burns & Waterhouse sta- 
ble was conceded to be so much bet- 
ter than the company she was in that 
after the first fifteen minutes of the 
betting the price on her changed from 
2 to 1 to 2 to 5, and later the fleld was 
bunched for $6 against $2 on the filly. 
There were six other starters. Correct 
was second choice at 3 to 1, with Rey 
El Rio next in favor at 8 to 1. The 
start was made too far from the grand- 
stand for those watching it to see what 
caused what followed, but the horses 
had been there less than two minutes 
when the gate went up and they were 
off. Midlove, the favorite, had been left 
at the post. The starter afterward ex- 
plained and his statements were cor- 
roborated by those of Piggott who rode 
Midlove, that just as the gate went up 
and as all of the horses appeared to

heats to tire the patience of the audi- 
ence and line the coffers of the book- 
makers, no protests, not the slightest 
suspicion of fouls or pull of any kind, 
but instead, the day’s events were run 
promptly and properly and to the en- 
tire satisfaction of those of the audi- 
ence who could appreciate good rac- 
ing. The day was devoid of sensations 
of every kind. Every race was a race 
and close finishes were the order of 
the day, some of them being made 
with every horse on the track under 
the whip. About the only thing which 
caused any expressions of disapproval 
was the manner of starting the run- 
ners. The gate was used, but instead 
of having the horses started as they 
have been heretofore by giving them 
the benefit of a recall flag to guard’ 
against accidental advantages to some 
of them, the recall flag was discarded 
and when the gate went up it was a 
go, no matter what the positions of 
the horses on the track just at that 
instant. This caused some. ragged 
starts and one favorite was left at the 
post, when, had the other plan been 
adopted, all might have been sent 
away. 

Early in the afternoon the crowd was 
small and it looked as if there would 
be a poor attendance. During the first 
race, however, the people began to ar- 
rive and before the first running race 
there were between 1000 and 1500 peo- 
ple in and around the grand stand. It 
was not a betting crowd and although 
the betting ring was always well filled 
between heats and races, the book- 
makers complained that they were get- 
ting very little of the people’s money. 
To be sure there were numerous bets, 
but the amount of business done on the 
books was not what is usually ex- 
pected from a crowd of that size. If 
there were any heawy bets they were 
mot announced and few tickets were 
written on which more than $25 ap- 
peared in the second column. The touts, 
alwavs in evidence at every race-track, 
did not show themselves in such num- 


bers as heretofore for the reason that 


‘there is now a standing order to the 


Officers on duty at the track to eject 


them. Secretary Thorne handled the 
hammer and seven times they scored 
only to be called back with the bell. 
On the eighth trial, they were sent 
away, but it was not an even start, 
Toggles being off his feet at the wire 
and Prince Gift broke just as the word 
was given. Clark got Toggles down to 
business before the end of the grand 
stand was reached, but by that time 
Zombro and Monterey were out in 
front with Galette close behind them. At 
the half the race had resolved itself 
into a struggle between Monterey, who 
was leading Prince Gift and Toggles. 
At the turn Monterey went up in the 
air and was avertaken, but found his 
feet again in the stretch. It was too 
late for him to win, however, and Tog- 
gles beat him out by a length, while 
Prince Gift was in third place, a half 
a leneth behind Monterey. 

After the first heat it was Monterey’s 
race, and he pfoceeded to win it in 
three straight heats. In the second, the 
start was made at the second trial with 
the advantage somewhat against the 
favorite. He soon overcame the ad- 
vantage of the others at the start and 
gradually drew away from them, the 
finish being Monterey first by three 
lengthe from Toggles, two lengths ahead 
of Galette. 

The third heat was the closest in the 
race. The start was nerfect on the 
first trial, and for almost a half-mile 
the horses kept so well together that 
it was difficult to distinguish which 
was which. Zombro dropped behind, 
however, and never made up the lost 
distance, but the others kept so close 
together that it seemed to be: anybody’s 
heat. In the stretch Monterey gradu- 
ally passed Toggles in spite of Clark’s 
urging, and won by a head, with 
Prince Gift in third place a length be- 
hind Toggles. 

In the final heat of the race, Monte- 
rey broke before the eighth pole was 
reached, but gained no distance there- 
by. Prince Gift also broke when in 
second place, and before he was pulled 
down he. was behind all the others. 
At the half the five were in echelon, to 
use a military expression, Toggles 
leading, Monterey second and Prince 
Gift, Galette and Zombro following in 
the order named. This relative posi- 


be going in the right direction, Midlove 
jumped around and stopped, refusing 
to move until the others were an eighth 
away. It was a pretty race through- 
out and the youngsters worked like old 
campaigners. Correct sprang out of the 
bunch at the three-quarters and wor 
by a length from Ellen Wood, with 
‘Miss Reel half a length in the rear.

Six horses faced the barrier in the 
three-quarter-mile selling stake. Of 
them Shasta Water was the favorite 
at 3 to 5.

The pace was 
too hot for William, however, and by 
the time theehalf was reached Lady 
jAshley was leading with Shasta Wa- 
ter in second place and Pat Murphy 
third. La Moroma and Fig Leaf were 
out of it and until the stretch was en- 
tered the order mentioned was pre- 
served. Piggott had held in the fa- 
vorite for a final effort and it was 
made in the stretch just in time, for 
Shasta Water led Lady Ashley under 


‘the wire by a scant head and William 


O. B. barely beat out. Pat Murphy for 
third place, three lengths behind the 
second horse. 

ANOTHER RECORD BROKEN. 

The fact that there were but three 
horses in the-last.race of the day, a 
one-mile dash,. prevented much betting. 
There was of course no place money 
and Moringa commanded 1 to.3, so con- 
fident was’ the talent of -the result. 
Napian could have been bought in al- 
most any amount at 4 to 1 and La 
Goleta at 2% to 1. In more than one 
particular this was the best race of 
the day. The horses were sent away 
just in front of the grand stand and 
Napian dropped behind at once. Be- 
tween Moringa and La Goleta, how- 
ever, it was a fight from start to the 
wire. The two hung. together and in 
the back stretch it could not be distin- 
guished which was’Jeading for they 


both led alternately. At no time was 
‘there as much as half a length’s differ- 


ence between them, and even in the 
stretch there was more than a chance 
for the defeat. of.the favorite. At the 
gate near the end of the grand stand

La Goleta began lagging and Gouin 
began using his whip. The punish- 
ment caused the three-year-old to make 
one final spurt, but just too late, for 
Moringa went under the wire a head 
in advance of her. 

Those who saw the pace in this race 
knew that the time was fast, but it 
never occurred to them that it would 
be as fast as it was. When the figures 
1:40 went up there was a cheer from 
those who knew what they meant, for 
the track record for the mile had been 
broken. Marquise* had done the mile 
last year in 1:40%, breaking what was 
then the track record and today’s race 
clipped the half second off Marquise’s 
time.

BALLOT-BOX GRABBERS. 


NO PUNISHMENT METED OUT TO 
THE GRIFFIN GANG. 


One Witness Swears Point Biank 
That Griffin Stole the Box, but a 
Jury Decides That He Did Not 
Disturh the Peace. 


J. H. Griffin, the petty politician who 
came from San Francisco about six 
months ago to try to run politics in 
the Eighth Ward, and who was ar- 
rested on August 13 last near the head- 
quarers of the Second Ward primary 
election booth with a ballot-box in his 
hand which he was said to have 
forcibly taken from the custody of an 
inspector at the booth, was acquitted 
yesterday by a jury of eight men in 
Justice Owen's court, of the charge of 
disturbing the peace. 

About 7 o’clock on the evening of 
August 13, three men entered the Sec- 
ond Ward election booth after it was 
closed for voting. One of the trio, 
who later proved to be Edward Hurley, 
insisted upon being permitted to cast 
a vote, and when told that it was then 
beyond the lawful time for such an 
act, he started an argument with sev- 
eral of the inspectors. While this dis- 
cussion was in progress Charles E. 
Wilde, chief inspector at the booth, 
had a ballot box across his knees, from 
which he was taking ballots to ar- 
range them in piles for counting. In 
front of him, according to his own tes- 
timony on the witness stand yester- 
day, stood Frank E. Dominguez and 
Mr. Holabird watching him at his 
work. Suddenly a hand was thrust be- 
tween the two men and in an instant 
the ballot-box disappeared from Wilde's 
lap and was in the right hand of a 
fleeing man, who escaped through the 
door with the treasure. Wilde pur- 
sued the fugitive to the street, where 
he dropped the ballot box and ran off. 
The fugitive, who was captured while 
running from the scene,Mr. Wilde rec- 
ognized positively as the man who 
stole the ballot box from him. The 
prisoner gave his name as J. H. Grif- 
fin, and he was recognized by many 
as a man who “had done” south-of- 
Market-street politics in San Fran- 
cisco before coming to Los Angeles 
four months or so before. Edward 
Hurley and Billy Edwards were ar- 
rested with Griffin charged with being 
his abettors. They spent several days 
in the County Jail, where the words 
“ballot-box stealing’ ‘appears after 
each of their names in the record book, 
when -they were transferred to the 
City Jail. Here they were charged 
with simple disturbance of the peace, 


‘no further record or inference be- 


ing made to the original cause of their 
arrest. A few days after their incar- 
ceration in the City Jail, Edwards was 
brought before Justice Morrison 
charged with disturbing the peace, and 
upon motion of Deputy District Attor- 


ney Chambers the case against him | 


was dismissed. The cases of Griffin 
and Hurley, after numerous. postpone- 
ments came up yesterday, but Hurley 
can scarcely be said to have been on 
trial for he was referred to only in a 
vague sort of way, and, upon motion 
of the District Attorney it was decided 
not to make him an issue in the case, 
so the charge against him was also 
dismissed. 

After some delay in securing a suit- 
able jury, A. C. Day was called to 
the stand. He was one of the inspectors 
in. the election booth. In substance, 
he said that he did not actually see 
the ballot-box stolen. He heard a 
commotion and saw a man running out 
of the place, who, he was later told, 
was Griffin. . 
~The principal witness for the prose- 
cution was Charles E. Wilde, clrief in- 
spector at the booth, and the man 
from whom the ballot-box was directly 
stolen. After explaining the details 
of the theft of the ballot-box, as al- 
ready stated, he asserted that he was 
positive that defendant Griffin was the 
thief; that he saw him steal it, saw 
him run off with it, and subsequent 
saw him captured, when he identifie 
him as the man who stole the ballot- 
box from his lap. The witness said 
that on counting the ballots he found 
the number to be thirty short of what 
the tally-sheet called for. Many bze)}- 
lots, he said, fell into the street, as the 
crowd jostied the fleeing thief so that 
the box was partly overturned. Rigid 
crogs-examination by the defendant’s 
attorneys could not shake or alter the 
witness’s testimony. 

Other witnesses examined for the 
prosecution were Frank N. Townsend, 
Al J. Graham, Frank E. Dominguez 
and Frank Gillespie. Not one of these 
could assert that they saw the actual 
theft committed. The prosecution 
then rested its case, and the defense 
declined to offer any testimony, not 
even permitting the defendant to be 
placed on the witness stand. 

Attorney J. R. Rush, for the defense, 
in his plea to the jury said that as the 
primaries were not held under the 
State law no felony could have been 
committed that would come under the 
State statutes. He assumed that any- 
one had a right to the ballot-box,; as 
the election was a private affair, so 
to speak, and not valid under the law. 
As to the charge of disturbing the 
peace, he said that according to the 
law the public peace could not be dis- 
turbed unless malice is shown. He 
dismissed the charge of “tumultous 
and offensive conduct,”’ by saying that 
it was the opinion of one man only, 
the complainant to the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace, A. C. Day. 

Attorney Rush was followed by his 
law partner, attorney Davis, after 
which Dist.-Atty. Chambers addressed 
the jury briefly combating the as- 
sertions of the attorneys for the de- 
fense. 

The case was then submitted and 
the. jury.returned a verdict of not 
guilty, after being out just eignt min- 
utes. 


SURGERY ON SNAKES. 


Cases Where Bllménese Has 
Cured by an Operation. 
Snakes in captivity, it seems, some- 


times find difficulty in getting rid of the 


skin, which is shed every year, and 
the London Sketch tells of an Austra- 
lian diamond snake in the Bombay 
Museum which appeared likely to suc- 
cumb.* It was quite blind and refused 
all food. . 

A European sympathizer, therefore, 


pressed the native snakekeeper intd | 


service to hold the snake, and himself 
with a pair of sharp-pointed scissors 
performed the delicate and risky opera- 


‘ation of clipping away the membrane 


which adhered to the eyes. 

J. M. Phipson, editor of the Journal 
of the Bombay Natural History So- 
ciety, performed a far more dan- 
gerous operation a couple of years 
ago. His patient was a large hama- 
dryad, or king cobra, the most vicious 
and poisonous of all Indian snakes, and 
a most powerful creature to boot. Mr. 
Phipson gripped the king cobra round 
the neck, and a native literally held on 
for his life farther down, and whe 
the reptiles struggles were over a thi 
man, armed with a surgeon’s scapel, 
removed eight layers 
from each eye.

The Tickets Which Will Be Voted on 
Throughout the City at the 
Prisaries Tomorrow. 


FRED EATON SEEMS A WINNER. 


NINTIE WARD DEMANDS BETTER 
STREET RAILWAY SERVICER. 


John Drain WIll Re Renominated— 
Louis Vetter Will Have the Sup- 
port of the Third Ward— 
Blanchard in the Ninth. 


Republican caucuses were held 
throughout the city yesterday to nomi- 
nate delegates to the City Convention, 
which will be held on the 10th. The 
tickets put in the field last evening 
will be voted on at the primaries to- 
morrow. 

No opposition manifested itself to 
the candidacy of Fred Eaton for nomi- 
mation as Mayor on the Republican 
ticket. John Drain’s renomination for 
Street Superintendent seems certain. 
Louis Vetter’s friends declare that the 
results of the caucuses in the Third 
Ward insure his nomination as Coun- 
cilman. In the Ninth Ward the can- 
didacy of E. L. Blanchard for renomi- 
nation as Councilman, and of J. W. 
Hendricks for nomination as a member 
of the School Board were indorsed. 

In every precinct in the Ninth Ward 
resolutions were adopted denouncing 
the Los Angeles Railway Company for 
its failure to build on Brooklyn ave- 
nue, as it agreed to do when awarded 
the contract. The resolutions were as 
follows: 

“Whereas, the present corporation 
owning and controlling the street rail- 
way connecting Boyle Heights with 
the rest of the city, has obtanied from 
the City Council a franchise to con- 
struct a etreet railway on Brooklyn 
avenue; and, whereas, the corporation 
obtaining such franchise has not in 
good faith, or at all, begun the con- 
struction of any road along such ave- 
nue, but has allowed some fifteen or 
eighteen months to elapse without any 


efforts in that direction, since the 
granting of said franchise; and, 
whereas, it is understood the said 


franchise to construct said road along 
Brooklyn avenue will expire by lapse 
of time on or about November 3, 1898; 
now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that we urge upon and 
pledge our nominee for Councilman 
from the Ninth Ward to use every ear- 
nest endeavor, reasonably within his 
power, to compel and bring about a 
termination of the present franchise 
to construct such street-car line along 
said Brooklyn avenue, and the granting 
of a new franchise to some other cor- 
poration or corporations, and under 
such resonable conditions as will bring 
about an early construction and equip- 
ment of a first-class car line service 
over and along the course of. said 
Brooklyn avenue, so as to accommo- 
date the residents of the section imme- 
diately adjoining and north of said 
avenue.”

THE WATER LITIGATION. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE COM. 
MITTEE MAKES A REPORT. 


Various Schemes for Municipal 
Ownership of Waterworks Ex- 
amined—Recommendation That 
the Kessler Proposition Be Re- 
cansidered to End the Deadlock. 


At the meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday the Committee on the Nica- 
raguan Canal, through its chairman, 
Director Hawgood, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of enlling a meeting 
ef renvresentative citizens of Southern 
California for the purpose of organizing 
a campaign on the canal feature. recom- 
mended the calling of a convention, but 
suggested that it be left until a date 
nearer the convening of Congress he- 
fore formulating a plan for such cam- 
paign. 

“The following report was read from 
the Waterworks Committee, and by 
unanimous vote Was received and placed 
on file: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Oct. 5, 1898.— 
To the directors of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, gentlemen; On 
June 22, 1898, your honorable body 
passed the following resolution: 

“* Whereas, there has already been 
expended by the city of Los Angeles 
within a comparatively short. time, 
more than $15,000, in litigation pertain- 
ing to the water supply of the city; 
whereas, serious legal and other ex- 
pensive complications are likely to fol- 
low, therefore be it 

* "Resolved, that while it is not the 
function of the Chamber of Commerce 
to take sides in any controversy per- 
taining to the water question, the presi- 
dent of the chamber, is hereby author- 
ized to appoint a committee of five 
with authority to make any proper in- 
vestigation, or extend any friendly of- 
fices, which may aid in bringing about 
such adjustment as will stop expensive 
and tedious litigation, and conserve the 
best interests of the people of this city.’ 

“In compiiance With the foregoing res- 
alution your committee was appointed” 
and after mature deliberation we most 
resvectfully report the following as a 
concise statement of the facts bearing 
upon the present aspect of the water 
auestion: 

“Estimates of the cost of municipal 
ownership were submitted to the Coun- 
oll by the City Engineer in 1897. Two 
plans were suggested. Number one con- 
templated the immediate extension and 
improvement of the present plant to a 
capacity adequate for a population of 
about two hundred and ferty thousand. 
The work was to be effected in two 
years at an estimated cost of $2,300,000 
over and above the purchase price of 
the waterworks, 

“Plan No. 2 contemplated a smaller 
immediate expenditure of about $627,- 
000 over and above the purchase price 
of the present plant, and the use of 
surplus earnings over a period of years 
to extend and improve the works with 
the growth of the city. 

“The Engineer’s estimates do 

cost of rights- 


rights, sites for 
headworks on Pomeroy and 
Hooker tract, etc. The estimated price 
of the present waterworks was placed 
at $1,190,000. Since estimates were 
made the Pomeroy and Huoker ease has 
been set down for rearzument, and the 
Crystal Springs. suit involving the own- 
ership of certain underground water 
has been tried but not yet argued. 
These cases promise long litigation and 
should decisions adverse to the city be 
finally rendered by the last court of 
appeal, the foregoing estimates must 
be materially increased. 

“The question of arbitration of price 
to be paid for the present works was 
commenced two months ago by the ap- 
pointment of an arbitrator on each side, 
who so far have failed to agree upon 


a third. 

“The city offered $1,300,000 for all the 
properties of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, the Crystal, Springs 
Land and Water Company, and the 
Past Side Spring Company. The por- 
tion of these properties included within 
the arbitration contract of J°€8,  to- 
gether with the East Side property, 
was offered for $2,000,000. The city 
has been enjoined from taking the 
works until the determined price has 
been actually paid. Bonds must be 


voted and sold before this can be con- 


ered, the time of the city being able 
to enter into possession of the works 
is remote, and the estimates referred 
to must manifestly be considerably in- 
creased to represent the cost to the 
city of entering into possession. 

“In conjunction therewith it must be 
borne in mind that there would be 
lost to the city over $12,000 per an- 
num in taxes, and to the county over 
$16,000 per.annum. As the city forms 
a large proportion of the county ‘val- 
uation, the loss to the county and con- 
sequent burden upon the remaining 
taxable property would fall chiefly upon 
the city. 

“It is unfortunate that the proposi- 
tion is girt about with so much un- 
certainty and interminable litigation, 
nevertheless it is the fact, and the be- 
fore-mentioned estimates must in all 
prudence be largely increased to safely 
provide for the outlay necessary before 
the city could possibly come into own- 
ership. The engineering expenses 
alone in the one Crystal Springs suit, 
according to vouchers presented to the 
City Treasurer t'rom and after Octo- 
ber, 1897, to August 15, 1898, amount to 
very nearly $17,000. 

“Plan. No. 1 contemplated a bond 
issue of $3,500,000. Plan No. 2, an issue 
of $1,800,000. For the reasons and con- 
ditions set forth it would appear that 
these sums should be raised by from 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000, in order to arrive 
at a safe basis for estimating munici- 
pal cost. Taking the lower of these 
two figures, it can be said in general, 
without entering into tedious details, 
that the city could slowly reduce its 
rates, pay off its bonds in forty years, 
and thereafter accumulate some net 
earnings, all of which is conditional 
upon skilled and economical manage- 
ment, Can such be expected where 
politics is involved? 

“An alternative to municial purchase 
at this present time of legal entan- 
glement-and uncertainty would be the 
leasing or contracting of the water 
supply and distributicn to private 
parties, on terms that would quiet alJ 
titles and leave the city in a position 
to acquire the works at the end of the 
contract period, the funds for this 
purpose to come from the invested 
revenue derived from the contract. 

“The proposition of Kessler & Co. is 
of this nature, but the provision for 
adjustment of .the purchase price at 
the termination of the contract is, in 
our opinion, too indefinite. 

“This proposition offers 24% ner cent. 
of the gross earnings for the  ijirat 
five years, 4 per cent. for the next five 
years, and 6 per cent. thereafter. As- 
suming the present gross revenue to 
be about $440,000, and fifty years hence. 
with a probable population six times 
that of the present, to be ahout $800.- 
000, the rates having been steadily re- 
duced, it appears that the percentage 
paid the city, if invested annually at 
4 per cent., would amount to between 
$4,500,000 and $5,000,000. This sum 
would be sufficient to purchase’ the 
plant at that date, if the manner of the 
valuation is then based upon the 
actual condition of the pipe in the 
ground, etc. In addition to this, there 
would be paid taxes to the city of over 
$12,000 yearly, and additional to this 
would be the payment to the ccunty, 
of which the city taxpayers form a 
considerable portion, the further sum 
of over $16,000 a year. 

“It appears, therefore, that a pruposi-

tion of this nature may be a favorah'e 
method of providing a rational means

“The foregoing is a succinct state- 
ment of the facts as they appear to 
your committee. 

“In submitting this statement your

USE. We speak of the use of money 
and of the use of wheat.

Not one of these things is true 
of the use of meney; it is used when 
it passes from one person tu another: 
in that process it underzoes no change 
“whatever; after it has »een used there 
is as much money as there was before. 
A given quantity of money may dc a 
very little business, or it may do a 
ereat deal; there is no specisic quantity 
that is essential to an individual, or a 
transaction, ora community. There- 
fore, the effect of Iemend upen morey 
is not in the least like the effect of de- 
mand upon food, for when the demand 
for food satisfied there is less food 
in the world than there was before, 
and when the demand for money is sat- 
isfied there is exactly as much money 
in-the world as there was before.”’

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—Speculative atten- 
tion was directed to the American Sugar 
Refinery Company's shares tcday by the 
cut in price in the various grades of the 
product. Advices from the sugar district 
were that dealers were holding off in ex- 
pectation of further reduction, and that 
a lively war in the trade was looked fcr. 
Wall street received the various devel- 
cpments with some concern, as it was felt 
that renewed liquidation in Sugar wou d 
tend to deprive the market of the outzide 
support which it was now experiencing, and 
that the efforts which were making to sus- 
tain varicus specialties would be abanconed. 
Subsequent developments, however, served 
to reassure the ‘“‘street,’’ as supporting 
orders were placed all around, and the 
drop in Sugar of 3 points to 112 wa’ with- 
out appreciable effect. The firmneiss of 
the general market, coupled with «en 
buying of other industrials by a leading in- 
terest, brought about a late rally of 2 
points in Sugar. The irregularity was quite 
pronounced,. and the list gave little sem- 
blance of strength, except for a brief in- 
terval at the start. and again in the late 
Session. The absence of a decisive tone 
led to the cancellation of some commission- 
house orders, and London also alternately 
bought and sold. Local traction stocks d@s- 
Played a good tone. Tobacco responded 
readily in either direction to the usual as- 
sertment of rumors respecting the status 
of negotiations with the western manu- 
facturers. People’s Gas, after a period of 
neglect, loomed in prominence, and bounded 
up two points on reports of an amicable 
settlement of recent difficulties. Mucfua- 
tions in the rallway stocks were confined 
within narrow limits, except in one or two 
cases, Northern Pacific common making 
an early conspicuous display of weakness. 
Improvement in grain prices, coupled with 
the heavy export demand, exerted a sus- 
taining influence on the western shares 
which offset the frequent gyrations of the 
specialties. Final dealings were character- 
ized by strength, but net changes are ir- 
regular. A brisk demand developed for the 
bond issues of reorganized properties, and 
those in process of rehabilitation, but real - 
zations in Denver and Gulf firsts wiped out 
the improvements.

HOW A PRISONER’S HANDS TESTI. 
FIED FOR HIM. 


Meeting of Baptiat Association—Boy 
Detectives Recover Stolen Wheel 
New Teacher at Throop — De- 
partures on Knights Templars’ 
Special—Death at the Hospital. 


PASADENA, Oct. 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Blisters on his hands saved a young 
man from a term in jail in Justice Morrison’s 
court this forenoon. He was arrested for 
robbery, tried for vagrancy, and proven to be 
an honest, hard-working fruit picker by the 
eloquent testimony of his own palms. A 
week ago the Santa F% ticket office in this 
city was entered at night and the till broken 
open. Suspicions were directed to a shabby 
fellow who had been seen hanging around 
there, and the railroad men in this vicinity 
were notified to be on the watch for him. 
Two days later the agent at Lamanda Park 
reported that a man answering to the de- 
6cription had been loafing in that neighbor- 
hood, whereupon Contable Wallis went up and 
arrested him. He has been lyingin jail 
today, when he was arraigned on the charge 
of vagrancy, there being not a particle of 
evidence to connect him with the burglary. 

He gave the name of Robert Wolson Croft 
and asked for a jury trial. Not a prepossess- 
ing fellow, evidently acquainted with the 
ways of tramps, he had a defence which told 
with the jury better than any device-of an 
accomplished criminal lawyer. When his turn 
came to be heard, hée simply held up his two 
‘hands, calloused, worn, and covered with 
‘blisters. Against such testimony it would be 
impossible to convict a man of the offense 
of “having no visible means support,’’ for 
there they were, The hands of a man who 
had not spared himself from work. The re- 
spondent said he had labored as a fruit 
picker in San Bernardino till his hands be- 
came so sore that he had to quit, when he 
went to Santa Monica, and was employed 
on the sewers for a while. He was on his 
way back to San Bernardino, where he ex- 
pected to get his old job, when he was ar- 
rested. s he had earned $13 in thirty- 
five days, and one of the jurors declared that 
was more than he had earned, and he 
wouldn’t like to be classed as a vagrant. 
On the informal ballot the jury stood 11 to 
1 for acquittal, and on the first regular ballot 
the vote to let Croft go on his way to seek 
new blisters was unanimous,

SANTA MONICA, Oct. 5.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The preliminary examination 
of A. G. Bradley, the old soldier charged 
with attempting to murder Gov. A. J. 
Smith of the Soldiers’ Home, was not held 
today. When Justice Guidinger, before 
whom the case is pending, called it this 
morning, O. H. Hubbard appeared as at- 
torney for the defenant, and said that his 
client was sick and would be unable to 
come to court, probably for several days. 
The case was continued till next Wednesday, 
the defendant's counsel reserving the right 
to obejct to the court’s jurisdiction in the 
matter.

On ac- 
count ofthe fact that the Soldiers’ Home 
is not mektioned in the complaint, it would 
seem that the objection that the alleged as- 
sault took place on the national Soldiers’ 
Home grounds and that a State court for 
that reason has no jurisdiction, may not 
be entertained until evidence is introduced 
showing where the assault did occur. 

GUN CLUB IMPROVEMDPNTS.

Lemon Curing Plant in Process 
Erection. 

SAN DIBGO, Oct. 5.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A new lemon-curing plant, 
based on the steaming method, is being put 
in in this city. It is designed to ‘take 
green lemons and have them cured and 
ready for market in three days. The plant 
consists of a steaming-room, where the 
lemons are steamed thoroughly, and then 
suddenly cooled by a blast of cold air. 
This causes them to turn yellow, cures the 
rind, and retains and ripens the juice. The 
method has been tested throughout South- 
ern California, and is declared by experts 
to be a great success. By this means lemons 
are sent to market almost a month sooner 
than by the old plan. The new plant will 
have a capacity of curing four carloads 
a week, and if it proves successful the plant 
will be enlarged.

Nevada Lambs, 


HEEP raising has proved a most 

profitable industry of late in the 

Reno region, and has brought a 
large amount of money to those en- 
gaged in the business. During the 
past two weeks, as reported to the 
Chronicle, 75,000 lambs have been 
shipped from Reno to the eastern 
market. Kerr, agent for Swift’s pack- 
ing-house, Chicago, has shipped 50,000 
lambs, and Means, Armour’s agent, 
about 25,000, paying from $2.50 to $2.65 
per head, delivered on the cars. 

Three years ago the sheep raisers 
tried the experiment of reaching the 
eastern market, but were baffled by 
the railroad refusing to give them 
rates which would enable them to com- 
pete with eastern shipments. Finally, 
however, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany heeded the clamor of the sheep 
men. The first year eastern agents 
bought the stock as third grade, the 
following year as second grade, and 
this season lambs sold as first-class 
stock. Over $200,000 has come to this 
section from that source alone wi hin 
the past few weeks, and the demand 
has opened up a new era of prosperity. 

The stock delivered at Reno, Soda 
Springs, Wadsworth, Lovelocks, Hum- 
boldt, or at the station nearest the 
range, saving the stock raiser the ex- 
pense of going East and the cost of 
shipping. Instead the eastern buyers 
come here and take the stock delivered 
at the stations. The shipments to Cal- 
ifornia continue at the same rate as 
before at greatly advanced. prices. 
Prior to the present administration, 
and the advance in wool, sheep sold 
in San Francisco at from $1 to $1.25 
a head, ucting commission and 
other expenses, the stock raiser re- 
ceived less than $1 per head.

The Wheat Outlook. 
7’ S76 main effort of wheat buyers for 
some time past has been to con- 
eentrate public attention on the 
Viry large wheat crop of this coun- 
try, which approaches, if it does not 
equal, the December crop of 1894, 
The contemplation of our own enor- 
mous surplus is presumed to Pave a 
depressing effect upon prices, and is, 
therefore, the favorite point of view of 
the buying class. But there are other 
considerations. There is almost no 
carry-over stock. In the latter part of 
August the American Agriculturist es- 
timated the visible suppiy of Ameri- 
can old wheat, including all afloat at 
that time, at not over ten days’ sup- 
ply, there being, of course, an abun- 
dance of new wheat just ready. Then 
the Russian erop, one of the most ime 
portant factors in the European mar- 
ket, is very uncertain. In some dis- 
tricts there is danger of actual famine. 
Famine in Russia does not prevent ex- 
port of wheat, as wheat is not the 
food of the masses, but it does tend 
to raise prices, as it indicaves a 
largely-decreased output. Russia has 
exported as high as 149,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. In the famine year of 1891- 
92, its wheat exports were only 50,000,- 
000 bushels. Last year it exported 128,- 
000,000 bushels. Argentina is not exe 
porting as much as formerly, but In- 
dia on the other hand has a surplus 
of about 30,000,000 bushels, which ig 
not always the case. Finally, although, 
as we have said, the American crop 
ig very large and seems to be a crow- 
ing feeling that after all it may not 
be so large as expected. The threshing 
has not always yielded the full promise 
of the straw. At the same time wheat 
in Chicago is quoted at this writing 
at 65% cents, as against 93 cents a 
year ago, and before the speculative 
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Truckee and Eastern Nevada, as far 
east as Tuscarora, though many of the 
owners live in or near Reno. Nearly

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Secresary Smith Pots the Situation 
in a Nutshell, 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
GRAND RAPIDS (Mich.,) Oct. 
Today's session of the American Board 
of Foreign Missios opened with devo- 
tional exercises led by Rev. Clarence 
Swift of Lansing, Mich. President 
Lamson appointed committees to fe- 
port on home department and surveys 
of missions. Rev. James T. Barton, 
D.D., finished reading the surveys of 
missions begun yesterday by Secretary 
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Judson Smith. He said: “Upon. the 
work of the twenty missions of the 
board, the sun never sets. Located in 
101 different stations, and worked 
through 1271 separate centers, there 
are 169 ordained missionaries, 168 


wives and 173 single women, making 
an American missionary force of 731; 
28 of whom are physicians, 12 less mis- 
sionaries than reported one year ago. 
There are 220 ordained pastors, 447 
preachers, 1715 teachers, 260 Bible 
women and 307 other native helpers, 
making a grand total of 2977 trained 
native co-laborers, 21 more than was 
reported last year. There are 46) or- 
ganized churches, with a membership 
of 47,162, or an average of 100 mem- 
bers to each church. There are 58,700 
scholars, in the Sunday-schools.’”’ 

William Mullick of San Sebastian, 
Spain, gave an account of the mission 
there, and its removal to Biarritz, 
France. which was occasioned by the 
“ar. When the ‘treaty of peace is 
signed, the mission will be trans- 
ferred to Madrid. 

Rey. H. A. Stimson, D.D., of New 
York made a thrilling address, advo- 
cating utilization of opportunities, and 
outlining additional obligations for mis- 
sionary workers, occasion by ~“unex- 
pected issue of the war. He repeatedly 
received applause.

CHARTER COMPLETED. 


BOARD OF FREEHOLDERS CON- 
CLUDES ITS ARDUOUS WORK. 


>. 


The Instrument to De Pinced Into 
the Hands of the Mayor Today, 
and Be Voted Upon at 1e De- 
cember Election—Final Revision. 


The Board of Freeholders elected on 
July 8 to draft a new charter for the 
city of Los Angeles, completed its la- 
bors last night and adjourned sine die. 
The charter, as signed, contains thirty- 
five articles and 406 sections, and is 
the work of the board at thirty-one 
meetings held since July 11. 

At the meeting last night 
Mr. aroff presided in the absence 
of Maj. Lee, the president. The other 
absentees were Messrs. Garland and 
Humphreys. The first business con- 
sisted in passing a “blanket” vote of 
thanks to Maj. S. N. Nolan, secretary 
of the board: W. O. Hays, the sten- 
ographer; President Lee, Homer 
Laughlin, Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Ascociation, the sunset Telephone 
Company, and Barker Bros. for cour- 
tesies receved and efficient work done. 

The report of the Revision Commit- 
tee was then taken un, the first sec- 
tions brought out were those refer- 
ring to the granting of franchises to 
street railways. In the original report 
this matter was covered by nine sec- 
tions, describing at some length the 
manner in which the Council should 
grant them, and the requirements cf 
the narties askin. the rights. These 
were wut down by the Revision Com- 
mittee and embodied m three sertions. 
This cut out i.e portion tn relation to 
the percentage of the gross receipts to 
be naid for the franchise. 

M. L. Groff made a strong fight for 
the retention in the charter of that 
portion stricken out, and wanted a fur- 
ther section inserted providing for the 
reverting to the city of the roadway 
at the expiration of the time, for which 
the franchse was given. In a speech on 
this noint. he said that the whole re- 
port should not be concurred in, for the 
reason that there is an act on the 
statute books of this State which pro- 
vides for a percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts to be paid for a franchise, in- 
stead of a lump sum. The present sys- 
tem in vogue here works a hardship on 
the companies for the reason that it 
almost prohibits the extension of its 
lines. The franchises of this city have 
been given away, and the companies un- 
der the new charter should be made 
to pay a percentage of their earnings 
into the treasury of the city for the use 
of its streets. The more street railways 
a’ city has the more need there is for 
police and other things. In speaking cf 
the time for the expiration of the fran- 
chises now in force, Mr. Groff said that 
the longest time was forty years, while 
others ranged down to thirty years. If 
the city became owner of the road- 
way when these franchises expired it 
would be in a good position to get a 

od revenue from.them by reason of 
the competive bidding from other par- 
ties wanting the right-of-way. 

Mr. Groff was alone in his conten- 
tion, Messrs. Newmark, Variel, Steph- 


italists found the roads were to be- 
come the property of the city at the 
expiration of the life of the franchise. 
it weuld drive capital and extension of 
lines from the city. 

The Revision Committee report was 
then adopted, Judge Graff alone voting 
no. 

The limit for parks was placed at not 
more than 9 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 

The council will be asked to cal) the 
election on the charter for the coming 
municipal election in December. 

Messrs. Newmark, Crutcher, Variel 
and O’Melveney will make a synopsis 
of the charter for publication, and the 
entire charter, signed by all mem- 
bers, will be placed in the hands of 
the Mayor today. | 

On account of a shortage of some 
$200 to meet expenditures, Mr. O’Mel- 
veny will wait on the Council at its 
next meeting and ask that this amount 
be voted for the use of the board. 

Secretary Nolan presented the fol- 
lowing as a report of work done in his ]. 
department: 

“T have the honor to report, now at 
the close of your work, that there have 
been thirty-one meetings of the board 
at the City Council chamber. 

“That. in addition to the general 
work of my office, I have gotten out 
729 original. mimeograph pages of, 
thirty-three copies each, and 153 tyne- 
written pages, the latter being the 
final copies of the charter as framed. 
These aggregate 882 pages, which have 
cost for material and labor immedi- 
ately connected therewith, $282. 

“IT desire to acknowledge the valu- 
able assistance rendered me at all 
times by the official stenographer of 
the board, Wilbur O. Hayes.” 

This closed the work of the board, 
and after the members threw a few 
bouquets at one another, they ad- 
journed sine die.
